THE UNTOUCHABILITY (OFFENCES) ACT, 1955 

(22 OF 1955 ) . 

An 

ACT 
to prescribe punishment for the practice of " Untouchability " , 

for the enforcement of any disability arising therefrom 

and for matters connected therewith . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows : 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. (1) This Act 
may be called the Untouchability (Offences) Act, 1955. 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

(3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. Definitions. In this Act , unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(a ) hotel includes a refreshment room , a boarding 
house, a lodging house, a coffee house and a cafe ; 

(b ) place includes a house, a building, a tent, and a 
vessel; 

(c) place of public entertainment includes any place to 
which the public are admitted and in which an entertain 
ment is provided or held . 

Explanation.- Entertainment includes any exhibition , 
performance, game, sport and any other form of amuse 
ment; 

( a ) "place of public worship means a place, by whatever 
name known, which is used as a place of public religious 
worship or which is dedicated generally to, or is used 
generally by, persons professing any religion or belonging 
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to any religious denomination or any section thereof, for 
the performance of any religious service, or for offering 
prayers therein ; and includes all lands and subsidiary 
shrines appurtenant or attached to any such place; 

(e) shop means any premises where goods are sold 
either wholesale or by retail or both wholesale and by retail 
and includes a laundry, a hair cutting saloon and any other 

place where services are rendered to customers. 
3. Punishment for enforcing religious disabilities. Whoever 
on the ground of " untouchability " prevents any person 

(a ) from entering any place of public worship which 
is open to other persons professing the same religion or 
belonging to the same religious denomination or any section 
thereof, as such person ; or 

(b ) from worshipping or offering prayers or perform 
ing any religious service in any place of public worship, 
or bathing in , or using the waters of, any sacred tank , well, 
spring or watercourse, in the samemanner and to the same 
extent as is permissible to other persons professing the 
same religion , or belonging to the same religious denomina 

tion or any section thereof, as such person ; 
shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend to six 
months, or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, 
or with both . 

Explanation. For the purposes of this section and section 
4 persons professing the Buddhist, Sikh or Jaina religion or 
persons professing the Hindu religion in any of its forms or 
developments including Virashaivas, Lingayats, Adivasis, 
followers of Brahmo, Prarthana , Arya Samaj and the Swami 
narayan Sampraday shall be deemed to be Hindus. 

4. Punishment for enforcing social disabilities. Whoever 
on the ground of " untouchability" enforces against any person 
any disability with regard to 

(1) access to any shop, public restaurant, hotel or place 
of public entertainment; or 

(ii) the use of any utensils , and other articles kept 
in any public restaurant, hotel, dharmashala, sarai or 
musafirkhana for the use of the general public or of 
persons professing the same religion , or belonging to the 
same religious denomination or any section thereof , as 
such person ; or 

( iii) the practice of any profession or the carrying on 
of any occupation , trade or business ; or 

(iv ) the use of, or access to , any river , stream , spring , 
well, tank , cistern , water-tap or other watering place, or 
any bathing ghat, burial or cremation ground , any sani 
tary convenience, any road, or passage, or any other 
place of public resort which other members of the public, 
or persons professing the same religion or belonging to 
the same religious denomination or any section thereof, 
as such person, have a right to use or have access to or 
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(v) the use of, or access to any place used for a chari 
table or a public purpose maintained wholly or partly 
out of State funds or dedicated to the use of the general 
public, or persons professing the same religion , or belong 
ing to the same religious denomination or any section 
thereof , as such person ; or 

(vi) the enjoyment of any benefit under a charitable 
trust created for the benefit of the general public or of 
persons professing the same religion or belonging to the 
same religious denomination or any section thereof, as 
such person ; or 

(vii) the use of, or access to, any public conveyance; 


or 


(viii ) the construction , acquisition , or occupation of 
any residential premises in any locality, whatsoever ; or 

(iv ) the use of any dharmshala, sarai or musafirkhana 
which is open to the general public, or to persons profes 
sing the same religion or belonging to the same religious 
denomination or any section thereof, as such person ; or 

( x ) the observance of any social or religious custom , 
usage or ceremony or taking part in any religious proces 
sion ; or 

(xi) the use of jewellery and finery ; 
shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend to six 
months, or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees , 
or with both . 

5. Punishment for refusing to admit persons to hospitals, 
etc. Whoever on the ground of "untouchability " 

(a ) refuses admission to any person to any hospital, dis 
pensary, educational institution or any hostel attached 
thereto , if such hospital, dispensary, educational institution 
or hostel is established or maintained for the benefit of the 
general public or any section thereof; or 

(b ) does any act which discriminates against any such 

person after admission to any of the aforesaid institutions ; 
shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend to 
six months, or with fine which may extend to five hundred 
rupees, or with both . 

6. Punishment for refusing to sell goods or render services. 
Whoever on the ground of " untouchability " refuses to sell any 
goods or refuses to render any service to any person at the 
same timeand place and on the same terms and conditions at or 
on which such goods are sold or services are rendered to other 
persons in the ordinary course of business shall be punishable 
with imprisonment which may extend to six months, or with 
fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, or with both . 
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2. Punishment for other offences arising out of " untouc) . 
ability ": 
(1) Whoever 

(a ) prevents any person from exercising any right accru 
ing to him by reason of the abolition of " untouchability" 
under article 17 of the Constitution ; or 

(b ) molests, injures, annoys, obstructs or causes or 
attempts to cause obstruction to any person in the exercise 
of any such right or molests, injures, annoys or boycotts 
any person by reason of his having exercised any such 
right; or 

(c) by words, either spoken or written, or by signs or by 
visible representations or otherwise, incites or encourages 
any person or class of persons or the public generally to 

practise " untouchability in any form whatsoever ; 
shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend to six 
months, or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, 
or with both 

Explanation . - A person shall be deemed to boycott another 
person who 

(a ) refuses to let to such other person or refuses to per 
mit such other person, to use or occupy any house or land 
or refuses to deal with , work for hire for, or do business 
with , such other person or to render to him or receive from 
him any customary service, or refuses to do any of the 
said things on the terms on which such things would be 
commonly done in the ordinary course of business ; or 

(b) abstains from such social, professional or business 
relations as he would ordinarily maintain with such other 
person . 
(2 ) Whoever 

(i) denies to any person belonging to his community 
or any section thereof any right or privilege to which 
such person would be entitled as a member of such com 
munity or section, or 

(ii) takes any part in the ex -communication of such 

person , 
on the ground that such person has refused to practise " un . 
touchability" or that such person has done any act in further 
ance of the objects of this Act, shall be punishable with im 
prisonment which may extend to six months, or with fine which 
may extend to five hundred rupees, or with both . 

8. Cancellation or suspension of licences in certain cases. 
When a person who is convicted of an offence under section 6 
holds any licence under any law for the time being in force in 
respect of any profession, trade, calling or employment in rela 
tion to which the offence is committed, the court trying the 
offence may, without prejudice to any other penalty to which 
such person may be liable under that section, direct that the 
licence shall stand cancelled or be suspended for such period 
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as the court may deem fit , and every order of the court so 
cancelling or suspending a licence shall have effect as if it had 
been passed by the authority competent to cancel or suspend 
the licence under any such law . 

Explanation. In this section , licence includes a permit 
or a permission . 

9. Resumption or suspension of grants made by Government. 
Where the manager or trustee of a place of public worship 
which is in receipt of a grant of land or money from the 
Government is convicted of an offence under this Act and such 
conviction is not reversed or quashed in any appeal or revision , 
the Government may, if in its opinion the circumstances of the 
case warrant such a course , direct the suspension or resumption 
of the whole or any part of such grant. 

10. Abetment of offence. Whoever abets any offence under 
this Act shall be punishable with the punishment provided for 
the offence . 

11. Enhanced penalty on subsequent conviction . Whoever 
having already been convicted of an offence under this Act or 
of an abetment of such offence is again convicted of any such 
offence or abetment, shall, on every such subsequent conviction, 
be punishable with both imprisonment and fine. 

12. Presumption by courts in certain cases. Where any act 
constituting an offence under this Act is committed in relation 
to a member of a Scheduled Caste as defined in clause (24 ) of 
article 366 of the Constitution , the court shall presume, unless 
the contrary is proved, that such act was committed on the 
ground of " untouchability " . 

13. Limitation of jurisdiction of civil courts. ( 1 ) No civil 
court shall entertain or continue any suit or proceeding or shall 
pass any decree or order or execute wholly or partially any 
decree or order if the claim involved in such suit or proceeding 
or if the passing of such decree or order or if such execution 
would in any way be contrary to the provisions of this Act. 

(2 ) No court shall, in adjudicating any matter or execut 
ing any decree or order , recognise any custom or usage imposing 
any disability on any person on the ground of " untouchability " 

14. Offences by companies . ( 1) If the person committing 
an offence under this Act is a company, every person who at 
the time the offence was committed was in charge of, and was 
responsible to the company for the conduct of the business of 
the company, shall be deemed to be guilty of the offence and 
shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly : 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub-section shall 
render any such person liable to any punishment, if he proves 
that the offence was committed without his knowledge or that 
he exercised all due diligence to prevent the commission of such 
offence. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (1), 
where an offence under this Act has been committed with the 


consent of any director or manager, secretary or other officer 
of the company, such director, manager, secretary or other 
officer shall also be deemed to be guilty of that offence and shall 
be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly . 

Explanation. For the purposes of this section , 

(a ) company means any body corporate and includes a 
firm or other association of individuals ; and 

(b ) director in relation to a firm means a partner in the 
firm . 
15. Offences under the Act to be cognizable and compound 
able. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Code of 
Criminal Procedure , 1898— (V of 1898 ). 

(a ) every offence under this Act shall be cognizable ; and 

(b ) every such offence may, with the permission of the 
court, be compounded . 
16. Act to override other laws. Save as otherwise expressly 
provided in this Act, the provisions of this Act shall have effect 
notwithstanding anything inconsistent therewith contained in 
any other law for the time being in force, or any custom or 
usage or any instrument having effect by virtue of any such 
law or any decree or order of any court or other authority . 

17. Repeal. The enactments specified in the Schedule are 
hereby repealed to the extent to which they or any of the pro 
visions contained therein correspond or are repugnant to this 
Act or to any of the provisions contained therein .

THE STATE BANK OF INDIA ACT, 1955 (23 OF 1955) 

An 

ACT 
to constitute a State Bank for India, to transfer to it the udner 

taking of the Imperial Bank of India and to provide for 

other matters connected therewith or incidental thereto . 
WHEREAS for the extension of banking facilities on a large 
scale, more particularly in the rural and semi-urban areas, and 
for divers other public purposes it is expedient to constitute 
a State Bank for India , and to transfer to it the undertaking 
of the Imperial Bank of India and to provide for other matters 
connected therewith or incidental thereto ; 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title and commencement. ( 1) This Act may be 
called the State Bank of India Act, 1955 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central 
Government may , by notification in the Official Gazette , appoint. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires - 

( a ) " appointed day" means the date on which this Act 
comes into force ; 

( b ) " Central Board" means the Central Board of Direc 
tors of the State Bank ; 

(c ) " goods" includes bullion, wares and merchandise; 

(a ) " Imperial Bank" means the Imperial Bank of India 
constituted under the Imperial Bank of India Act , 1920 
(XLVII of 1920 ) ; 

(c) " prescribed " means prescribed by regulations made 
under this Act ; 

(f) " Reserve Bank " means the Reserve Bank of India 
constituted under the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 
( II of 1934 ) ; 

(g ) " State Bank " means the State Bank of India con 
stituted under this Act. 

CHAPTER II 
INCORPORATION AND SHARE CAPITAL OF STATE BANK 
3. Establishment of the State Bank. (1 ) Bank to be called 
the State Bank of India shall be constituted to carry on the 
business of banking and other business in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act and for the purpose of taking over the 
undertaking of the Imperial Bank. 
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(2) The Reserve Bank, together with such other persons 
as may from time to time become shareholders in the State 
Bank in accordance with the provisions of this Act, shall, so long 
as they are shareholders in the State Bank , constitute a body 
corporate with perpetual succession and a common seal under 
the name of the State Bank of India , and shall sue and be 
sued in that name. 

(3 ) The State Bank shall have power to acquire and hold 
property , whether movable or immovable, for the purposes for 
which it is constituted and to dispose of the same. 

4. Authorised capital. Subject to the provisions of this Act, 
the authorised capital of the state Bank shall be twenty crores 
of rupees divided into twenty lakhs of fully paid up shares of 
one hundred rupees each : 

Provided that the Central Government may increase or 
reduce the authorised capital as it thinks fit so however that 
the shares in all cases shall be fully paid up shares of one 
hundred rupees each . 

5. Issued capital. (1 ) The issued capital of the State Bank 
shall, on the appointed day, be five crores , sixty two lakhs and 
* fifty thousand rupees divided into five lakhs, sixty two thousand 

and five hundred shares, all of which shall, on the appointed 
day, stand allotted to the Reserve Bank in lieu of the shares 
of the Imperial Bank transferred to it by paragraph 2 of the 
First Schedule. 

( 2) The Central Board may from time to time increase 
the issued capital but no increase in the issued capital shall be 
made in such a manner that the Reserve Bank holds at any 
time less than fifty five per cent of the issued capital of the 
State Bank . 

( 3) No increase in the issued capital beyond twelve crores 
and fifty lakhs of rupees shall be made under sub -section (2 ) 
without the previous sanction of the Central Government. 

CHAPTER III 
TRANSFER OF UNDERTAKING OF THE IMPERIAL BANK TO 

STATE BANK 


6. Transfer of assets and liabilities of the Imperial Bank to 
the State Bank . (1 ) Subject to the other provisions contained 
in this Act, on the appointed day, 

(a ) all shares in the capital of the Imperial Bank shall 
be transferred to , and shall vest in , the Reserve Bank , free 
of all trusts , liabilities and encumbrances, and 

(b ) the undertaking of the Imperial Bank shall be trans 
ferred to , and shall vest in , the State Bank . 

( 2 ) The undertaking of the Imperial Bank shall be deemed 
to include all rights , powers , authorities and privileges , and 
all property, movable and immovable, including cash balances, 


teserve funds , investments and all other interests and rights in , 
or arising out of , such property as may be in the possession of 
that Bank immediately before the appointed day , and all books, 
accounts , and documents relating thereto , and shall also be 

deemed to include all debts, liabilities and obligations of what 
#ever kind then existing of that Bank . 

(3 ) Without prejudice to the provisions contained in sec 
tion 7, all contracts and other instruments of whatever nature, 
subsisting or having effect immediately before the appointed 
day and to which the Imperial Bank is a party, shall be of as 
full force and effect against or in favour of the State Bank, 
as the case may be, and may be enforced as fully and effect 
ually as if instead of the Imperial Bank the State Bank had 
been a party thereto . 

(4 ) If on the appointed day any suit, appeal or other legal 
proceeding of whatever nature, is pending by or against the 
Imperial Bank , the same shall not abate, be discontinued or 
be in any way prejudicially affected by reason of the transfer 
to the State Bank of the undertaking of the Imperial Bank 
or of anything contained in this Act, but the suit, appeal or 
other proceeding may be continued , prosecuted and enforced 
by or against the State Bank. 

7. Transfer of service of existing officers and employees 
of the Imperial Bank to the State Bank , ( 1 ) Every officer 
or other employee of the Imperial Bank (excepting the manag 
ing director , the deputy managing director and other direc 
tors) in the employment of the Imperial Bank immediately 
before the appointed day shall, on and from the appointed 
day , become an officer or other employee, as the case may be, 
of the State Bank, and shall hold his office or service therein 
by the same tenure, at the same remuneration and upon the 
same terms and conditions and with the same rights and pri 
vileges as to pension , gratuity and other matters as he would 
have held the same on the appointed day if the undertaking of 
the Imperial Bank had not vested in the State Bank , and shall 
continue to do so unless and until his employment in the State 
Bank is terminated or until his remuneration , terms or con 
ditions are duly altered by the State Bank. 

( 2 ) Any person who, on the appointed day, is entitled 
to or is in receipt of , a pension or other superannuation or 
compassionate allowance or benefit from the Imperial Bank 
or any provident, pension or other fund or any authority 
administering such fund shall be entitled to be paid by, and 
to receive from , the State Bank or any provident, pension or 
other fund or any authority administering such fund the same 
pension , allowance or benefit so long as he observes the con 
ditions on which the pension , allowance or benefit was granted 
and if any question arises whether he has so observed such 
conditions, the question shall be determined by the Central 
Government and the decision of the Central Government there 
on shall be final. 
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(3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- section 
( 1) or sub-section (2), no appointment made or promotion, 
increment in salary, pension , allowance or any other benefit 
granted to any person after the 19th day of December, 1954, 
and before the appointed day which would not ordinarily have 
been made or granted or which would not ordinarily have been 
admissible under the rules or authorisations of the Imperial 
Bank or of any provident, pension or other fund in force prior 
to the 19th day of December, 1954, shall have effect or be 
payable or claimable from the State Bank or from any pro 
vident, pension or other fund or from any authority admi 
nistering the fund, unless the Central Government has, by 
general or special order, confirmed the appointment, promo 
tion or increment or has directed the continued grant of the 
pension , allowance or other benefit as the case may be. 

(4 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947, (XIV of 1947 ) or in any other law for the 
time being in force, the transfer of the services of any officer 
or other employee of the Imperial Bank from that Bank to 
the State Bank shall not entitle such officer or other employee 
to any compensation under that Act or other law , and no such 
claim shall be entertained by any court, tribunal or other 
authority . 

(5 ) Any person holding office as managing director, de 
puty managing director, director or member of any Local 
Board of the Imperial Bank immediately before the appointed 
day shall deemed to have vacated his office as such on the 
appointed day, and notwithstanding anything contained in this 
Act or in any other law for the time being in force or in any, 
agreement or contract, he shall not be entitled to any com 
pensation from the Imperial Bank or the State Bank for the 
foss of office or for the premature termination of any agree 
ment or contract relating to his employment, except such 
pension , compensation or other benefit which the State Bank 
may grant to him , having regard to what that person would 
have received as an officer of the Imperial Bank if this Act 
had not been passed and if he had retired from his employ 
ment in the ordinary course. 

(6 ) Where any managing director, deputy managing direc 
tor, director, officer or other employee of the Imperial Bank 
has, after the 19th day of December, 1954, and before the 
appointed day, been paid any sum by way of compensation or 
gratuity, the State Bank shall be entitled to claim refund of 
any sum so paid if the payment is not confirmed by the Cen 
tral Government by general or special order. 

8. Existing provident and other funds of the Imperial 
Bank. For the persons who immediately before the appointed 
day are the trustees of the following funds, that is to say 

(a) the Imperial Bank of India Employees Provident 
Fund ; 

(b) the Imperial Bank of India Employees Pension and 
Guarantee Fund ; 


(c ) the Bank of Bombay Officers Pension and Gurantee 
Tund ; 

(a ) the Bank of Madras Pension and Gratuity Fund; 
. and 

(e ) the Bank of Madras Officers Provident and Mutual 
Guarantee Fund ; 
there shall be substituted as trustees such persons as the Central 
Government may , by general or special order, specify. 

9. Compensation to be given to shareholders of Imperial 
Bank . ( 1) Every person who immediately before the appointed 
day is registered as a holder of shares in the Imperial Bank 
shall be entitled to compensation in accordance with the pro 
visions contained in the First Schedule . 

(2 ) Nothing contained in sub-section (1) shall affect the 
rights inter se between the holder of any share in the Imperial 
Bank and any other person who may have an interest in such 
share, and such other person shall be entitled to enforce his 
interest against the compensation awarded to the holder of 
such share, but not against the Reserve Bank . 

CHAPTER IV 

SHARES 


10. Transferability of shares. (1 ) Save as otherwise pro. 
vided in sub -section (2 ) , the shares of the State Bank shall be 
freely transferable. 

(2 ) Nothing contained in sub -section (1 ) shall entitle the 
Reserve Bank to transfer any shares held by it in the State 
Bank if such transfer will result in reducing the shares held 
by it to less than fifty - five per cent of the issued capital of the 
State Bank . 

11. Restrictions on individual holdings. ( 1 ) No person shall 
be registered as a shareholder in respect of any shares held by 
him , whether in his own name or jointly with any other person , 
in excess of two hundred shares, or be entitled to payment of 
any dividend on the excess shares held by him , or to exercise 
any of the rights of a shareholder in respect of such excess 
shares otherwise than for the purpose of selling them : 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub-section shall 
apply to 

(a ) the Reserve Bank ; 
(b ) a corporation ; 
(c) an insurer as defined in the Insurance Act, 1938; 

(IV of 1938 ). 
(d ) a local authority ; 
(e ) a co-operative society ; and 

(f) a trustee of a public or private religious or charit 
able trust. 
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(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section 
( 1), no person referred to in the proviso to that sub-section , 
other than the Reserve Bank, shall be entitled to exercise vot 
ing rights in respect of any shares held by him in excess of one 
per cent of the issued capital. 

12. Shares to be approved securities. Notwithstanding any 
thing contained in the Acts hereinafter mentioned in this section . 
the shares of the State Bank shall be deemed to be included 
among the securities enumerated in section 20 of the Indian 
Trusts Act, 1882 , (IT of 1882) and also to be approved securities 
for the purposes of the Insurance Act, 1938. (IV of 1938) and 
the Banking Companies Act, 1949 (X of 1949) . 

13. Principal register of shareholders. The State Bank 
shall keep at its Central Office, a register , in one or more books 
of the shareholders (in this Act referred to as the principal 
register ), and shall enter therein the following particulars so 
far as they may be available : 

(i) the names, addresses and occupations, if any, of 
the shareholders and a statement of the shares held by 
each shareholder, distinguishing each share by its denot 
ing number ; 

(ii) the date on which each person is so entered as a 
shareholder; 

(iii) the date on which any person ceases to be a 
shareholder ; and 

(iv) such other particulars as may be prescribed . 
14. Branch registers. (1 ) The State Bank shall cause to be 
kept at its local head offices branch registers which shall be 
deemed to be part of the principal register , and in which shall 
be entered the particulars as in the principal register of share 
holders whose registered addresses are within the areas pre 
scribed with reference to each register . 

(2) Any shareholder may apply to have his name transfer 
red from one branch register to another in respect of the whole , 
but not any part of the shares standing in his name, and the 
State Bank shall, subject to such conditions as may be pre 
scribed , cause the registers to be amended accordingly . 

15. Trusts not to be entered on the register. Notwithstand 
ing anything contained in section 11 , no notice of any trust, 
express, implied or constructive , shall be entered on the prin 
cipal or any branch register or be receivable by the State 
Bank . 


CHAPTER V 

MANAGEMENT 
16. Offices , branches and agencies. ( 1 ) . Unless otherwise 
provided by the Central Government, by notification in the 
Official Gazette , the central office of the State Bank shall be 
at Bombay.

(2 ) The State Bank shall have local head offices in Bombay, 
Calcutta and Madras and at such other places in India as the 
Central Government, in consultation with the Central Board, 
may determine. 

(3 ) The State Bank shall maintain as its branches or 
agencies all branches or agencies of the Imperial Bank which 
were in existence immediately before the appointed day, and no 
such branch may be closed without the previous approval of 
the Reserve Bank . 

(4 ) The State Bank may establish branches or agencies at 
any place in or outside India in addition to the branches or 
agencies referred to in sub-section (3 ). 

(5 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (4 ), 
the State Bank shall establish not less than four hundred 
branches in addition to the branches referred to in sub-section 
(3 ) within five years of the appointed day or such extended 
period as the Central Government may specify in this behalf, 
and the places where such additional branches are to be esta 
blished shall be determined in accordance with any such pro 
gramme as may be drawn up by the Central Government from 
time to time in consultation with the Reserve Bank and the 
State Bank, and no branch so established shall be closed with 
out the previous approval of the Reserve Bank . 

17. Management. ( 1) The general superintendence and 
direction of the affairs and business of the State Bank shall 
be entrusted to the Central Board which may exercise all powers 
and do all such acts and things as may be exercised or done by 
the State Bank and are not by this Act expressly directed or 
required to be done by the State Bank in general meeting. 

(2 ) The Central Board in discharging its functions shall act 
on business principles, regard being had to public interest. 

18. Central Board to be guided by directions of Central 
Government. (1 ) In the discharge of its functions, the State 
Bank shall be guided by such directions in matters of policy 
involving public interest as the Central Government may, in 
consultation with the Governor of the Reserve Bank and the 
chairman of the State Bank, give to it. 

(2 ) All directions given by the Central Government shall 
be given through the Reserve Bank and , if any question 
arises whether a direction relates to a matter of policy involv 
ing public interest, the decision of the Central Government 
thereon shall be final. 

19. Composition of the Central Board . ( 1) The Central 
Board shall consist of the following , namely : 

(a) a chairman and a vice-chairman to be appointed by 
the Central Government in consultation with the Reserve 
Bank and after consideration , except in the case of first 
appointments, of the recommendations made by the Central 
Board in that behalf ; 
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(b ) not more than two managing directors, if any. 
appointed by the Central Board with the approval of the 
Central Government ; 

(c) six directors to be elected in the prescribed manner 
by the shareholders, other than the Reserve Bank , whose 
names are entered in the various branch registers : 

Provided that if the total amount of the holdings of all 
such shareholders on any branch register three months 
before the date fixed for election is below two and a half 
per cent of the total issued capital, all the directors to 
be elected by the shareholders on that register shall be 
nominated by the Reserve Bank , and such directors shall, 
for the purposes of this Act, be deemed to be directors 
elected under this clause; 

* (a ) eight directors to be nominated by the Central 
Government in consultation with the Reserve Bank to 
represent, as far as possible , territorial and economic 
interests and in such manner that not less than two of 
them have special knowledge of the working of co-opera 
tive institutions and of rural economy and the others have 
experience in commerce, industry , banking or finance ; 

(e) one director to be nominated by the Central Govern 
ment; and 

(f) one director to be nominated by the Reserve Bank . 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in clauses (b ) and 
(c) of sub-section (1 ), on the first constitution of the Central 
Board all the directors referred to in the said clauses shall be 
appointed by the Central Government, and the directors so 
appointed shall, for the purposes of this Act, be deemed to have 
been appointed or elected , as the case may be, within themean 
ing of the said clauses. 

(3) All directors of the Central Board first constituted , 
other than the chairman , vice-chairman and managing directors, 
shall retire at the expiry of two years from the appointed day. 

20. Term of office of chairman , managing director, etc. 
( 1) The chairman and the vice-chairman shall hold office for 
such term , not exceeding five years, as the Central Government 
may fix when appointing them and shall be eligible for re 
appointment. 

(2) A managing director shall hold office for such term , 
not exceeding five years, as the Central Board or in the case of 
the first two appointments, the Central Government, may fix 
when appointing him , and shall be eligible for reappointment. 

(3 ) Subject to the provisions contained in section 19 and 
in sub-section (5 ), a director elected under clause (c ) of sub 
section ( 1) of section 19 or nominated under clause (d ) of that 
sub -section shall hold office for four years and thereafter until 
his successor shall have been duly elected or nominated , and 
shall be eligible for re-election or renomination . 
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(4 ) A director nominated under clause (c) or clause (f ) 
of sub-section ( 1 ) of section 19 shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the authority nominating him . 

(5 ) The following provisions shall have effect in relation 
to directors elected or nominated to the Central Board after 
the expiration of two years from the appointed day : 

(i) out of the six directors elected under clause (c ) of 
sub-section (1 ) of section 19, two shall retire at the end of 
one year, two at the end of two years and two at the end 
of three years from such expiration ; 

(ii) out of the eight directors nominated under clause 
( d ) of sub-section ( 1) of section 19, two shall retire at the 
end of one year, two at the end of two years, two at the 
end of three years and two at the end of four years from 
such expiration : 

(iii) the directors to retire at the end of each year under 
clauses (i) and (ii) shall be determined by lot. 
21. Local Boards and Local Committees. (1 ) There shall 
be constituted at each place where the State Bank has a local 
head office , a Local Board which shall consist of the following 
members , namely : 

( a ) all the directors elected or nominated to the Central 
Board under clause (c ) or clause (d ) of sub-section ( 1) of 
section 19 and ordinarily resident in the area served by the 
branch register of the local head office ; and 

(b ) such number not exceeding four to be elected by the 
shareholders whose names are entered on the branch 
register or nominated by the Central Government in con 
sultation with the Reserve Bank as may be prescribed . 

( 2 ) A Local Committee may be constituted by the Central 
Board for any area consisting of such number of members as 
it may determine. 

(3) A Local Board and a Local Committee shall exercise 
such powers and perform such functions and duties as the 
Central Board may assign to the Local Board or Local Com 
mittee. 

22. Disqualifications for directorship of Central Board or 
membership of Local Boards or Committees . (1) No person 
shall be qualified to be a director of the Central Board or a 
member of a Local Board or of a Local Committee if 

( a ) he holds the office of director , provisional director, 
promoter , agent or manager of any banking company 
already established or advertised as about to be established ; 
or 

( b ) he is a salaried officer of Government not specially 
authorised by the Central Government to be a director or 
member; or 

(c) he has been removed or dismissed from the service 
of Government on a charge of corruption or bribery ; or 
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(d ) he holds any Office of profit under the State Bank 
other than the office of chairman, vice-chairman or manag 
ing director ; or 

(e) he is or at any time has been adjudicated an insolvent 
or has suspended payment of his debts or has compounded 
with his creditors; or 

(f) he is declared lunatic or becomes of unsound mind ; 

(8) he is or has been convicted of any offence involving 
moral turpitude; or 

(h ) in the case of an elected director, he is not registered 
as a holder in his own right of uncncumbered shares in 
the State Bank of a nominal value of at least five thousand 
rupees and in the case of an elected member of a nominal 
value of at least one thousand rupees: 

Provided that in the case of a director ormember deemed 
to have been elected to the Central Board or a Local Board , 
as the case may be, on its first constitution, the disqualifi 
cation mentioned in clause ( h ) shall not operate for a 
period of six months from his becoming such director or 
member. 

(2 ) No two persons who are partners of the same firm or 
are directors of the same private company or one of whom is 
an agent of the other or holds a power of attorney from a firm 
of which the other is a partner may be directors of the Central 
Board or members of the same Local Board or Local Com 
mittee at the same time. 

( 3) The appointment, nomination or election as director 
or member of a Local Board or of a Local Committee of any 
person who is a member of Parliament or the Legislature of 
any State shall be void unless within two months of the date 
of his appointment, nomination or election he ceases to be a 
member of Parliament or the State Legislature, and if any 
director or member of a Local Board or of a Local Committee 
is elected or nominated as a member of Parliament or any State 
Legislature, he shall cease to be a director or member of the 
Local Board or of the Local Committee as from the date of 
such election or nomination, as the case may be. 

23. Vacation of office of directors , etc. If a director of the 
Central Board or a member of a Local Board or a Local Com . 
mittee 

(a) becomes subject to any of the disqualifications men 
tioned in section 22; or 

(b ) resigns his office by giving notice in writing under 
his hand, in the case of the chairman and vice -chairman , 
to the Central Government and in the case of other directors 
or members of Local Boards or Committees, to the Central 
Eoard , and the resignation is accepted ; or 

(c ) is absent without leave of the Central Board, the 
Local Board or the Local Committee of which he is a 
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director or member, as the case may be, for more than 

three consecutive meetings thereof ; 
his seat shall thereupon become vacant. 

24. Removal from office of directors, etc. (1 ) The Central 
Government may, after consulting the Reserve Bank, remove 
from office the chairman or the vice chairman . 

( 2) The Central Board may, with the approval of the 
Central Government, remove from office a managing director. 

( 3 ) The Central Government, after consulting the Reserve 
Bank, may remove from office any director nominated under 
clause (a ) of sub-section (1 ) of section 19 and nominate in his 
stead another person to fill the vacancy . 

(4 ) The shareholders, other than the Reserve Bank, may, 
by a resolution passed by majority of the votes of such share 
holders holding in the aggregate not less than one-half of the 
share capital held by all such shareholders, remove any director 
elected under clause ( c ) of sub-section (1 ) of section 19 and 
elect in his stead another person to fill the vacancy. 

(5 ) The shareholders whose names are entered on a branch 
register, other than the Reserve Bank, may, by a resolution 
passed by the votes of the shareholders holding in the aggregate 
not less than one-half of the share capital on the branch register 
held by such shareholders, remove any elected member of a 
Local Board and elect in his stead another person to fill the 
vacancy . 

(6 ) No person shall be removed from his office under sub 
section ( 1) or sub-section (2 ) or sub-section (3) unless he has 
been given an opportunity of showing cause against his removal. 

25. Casual vacancies. ( 1) If the chairman , vice -chairman 
or a managing director is rendered incapable of discharging 
his duties by reason of infirmity or otherwise or is absent on 
leave or otherwise in circumstances not involving the vacation 
of his office, the Central Government may, in the case of the 
chairman or vice -chairman, in consultation with the Reserve 
Bank and after considering the recommendations of the Central 
Board , and the Central Board may, in the case of a managing 
director, with the approval of the Central Government, appoint 
another person to officiate in the vacancy. 

( 2 ) Where any vacancy occurs before the expiry of the 
term of office of a director, other than the chairman , vice 
chairman or a managing director, the vacancy shall be filled 

(a ) in the case of an elected director, by election ; and 

(b ) in the case of a director nominated under clause (d ) 
of sub-section ( 1) of section 19, by nomination in consulta 
tion with the Reserve Bank : 

Provided that where the duration of the vacancy in the 
office of an elected director is likely to be less than six 
months, the vacancy may be filled by the remaining 
directors by co -opting a person not disqualified under 
section 22, 
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(3) A person elected or nominated or co-opted , as the 
case may be, under this section shall hold office for the un 
expired portion of the term of his predecessor . 

26. Remuneration of directors. (1) Without prejudice to 
the provisions contained in sections 27, 28 and 29, the directors 
shall be paid such fees and allowances for attending the meet 
ings of the Central Board or of any of its Committees and 
for attending to any other work of the State Bank as may be 
prescribed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section 
( 1), no fees shall be payable to a managing director or any 
other director who is an officer of the Central Government or 
the Reserve Bank . 

27. Powers and remuneration of chairman . (1 ) The chair 
man shall preside at all meetings of the Central Board and, 
subject to such general or special directions as the Central 
Board may give, exercise all such powers and do all such acts 
and things as may be exercised or done by the State Bank . 

( 2 ) The chairman shall receive such salary, fees, allowances 
and perquisites as may be determined by the Central Board 
with the approval of the Central Government : 

Provided that in respect of the first chairman , the Central 
Government may determine his salary, fees allowances and 
perquisites. 

28. Powers and remuneration of vice-chairman . ( 1) The 
vice-chairman shall preside at the meetings of the Central 
Board in the absence of the chairman and, subject to the 
general control of the chairman , exercise such powers and per 
form such duties as may be entrusted or delegated to him by 
the Central Board . 

( 2) The vice-chairman shall receive such salary, fees, 
allowances and perquisites as may be determined by the Central 
Board with the approval of the Central Government: 

Provided that in respect of the first vice -chairman , the 
CentralGovernment may determine his salary, fees, allowances 
and perquisites. 

( 3) The fact that the vice -chairman exercises any of the 
powers and does any act or thing for or on behalf of the State 
Bank shall be conclusive proof of his authority to do so. 

29. Powers and remuneration of managing director. (1) A 
managing director 

(a ) shall be a whole -time officer of the State Bank ; and 

( b ) subject to the general control of the chairman and 
the vice -chairman , shall exercise such powers and perform 
such duties as may be entrusted or delegated to him by 
the Central Board : 

( 2 ) A managing director shall receive such salary and 
allowances as may be determined by the Central Board with 
the approval of the Central Government, 
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Provided that in respect of the first managing director or 
directors, the Central Government may determine the salary 
and allowances payable to him or them . 

30. Executive and other committees of the Central Board . 
The Central Board may constitute such and so many commit 
tees , including an executive committee, of itself as it decms fit 
to exercise such powers and perform such duties as may, subject 
to such conditions, if any, as the Central Board may impose, 
be delegated to them by the Central Board. 

31. Meetings of the Central Board . (1 ) The Central Board 
shall meet at such time and place and shall observe such rules 
of procedure in regard to the transaction of business at its 
meetings as may be prescribed . 

(2) All questions at the meeting shall be decided by a 
majority of the votes of the directors present and in the case 
of equality of votes , the chairman or, in his absence, the vice 
chairman shall have a second or casting vote. 

( 3) A director who is directly or indirectly concerned or 
interested in any contract, loan , arrangement or proposal 
entered into or proposed to be entered into by or on behalf of 
the State Bank shall at the earliest possible opportunity dis 
close the nature of his interest to the Central Board and shall 
not be present at any meeting of the Central Board when any 
such contract, loan , arrangement or proposal is discussed unless 
his presence is required by the other directors for the purpose 
of eliciting information , and no director so required to be pre 
sent shall vote on any such contract, loan, arrangement or pro 
posal. 

(4) If for any reason neither the chairman nor the vice 
chairman is able to be present at a meeting of the Central 
Board, any director , other than a managing director, authorised 
by the chairman in writing in this benalt, and in the absence 
or such authorization, any such director elected by the directors 
present from amongst themselves, shall preside at the meeting 
and, in the event of equality of votes, shall have a second or 
casting vote. 

CHAPTER VI 

BUSINESS OF THE STATE BANK 
32. State Bank to act as agent of the Reserve Bank . ( 1) 
The State Bank shall, if so required by the Reserve Bank , act 
as agent of the Reserve Bank at all places in India where it 
has a branch, and where there is no branch of the banking 
department of the Reserve Bank, for 

(a ) paying, receiving , collecting and remitting money, 
bullion and securities on behalf of any Government in India ; 
and 

(b ) undertaking and transacting any other business 
which the Reserve Bank may from time to time entrust 
to it. 
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(2) The terms and conditions on which any such agency 
business shall be carried on by the State Bank on behalf of 
the Reserve Bank shall be such as may be agreed upon . 

( 3) If no agreement can be reached on any matter refer 
red to in sub -section (2 ) or if a dispute arises between the State 
Bank and the Reserve Bank as to the interpretation of any 
agreement between them , the matter shall be referred to the 
Central Government and the decision of the Central Govern 
ment thereon shall be final. 

(4 ) The State Bank may transact any business or perform 
any functions entrusted to it under sub-section ( 1) either by 
itself or through an agent approved by the Reserve Bank. 

33. Other business which the State Bank may transact. 
Subject to the other provisions contained in this Act, the State 
Bank may carry on and transact any of the following kinds 
of business, namely : 

(i) the advancing and lending of money and the open 
ing of cash credits upon the security of - 

(a ) stocks, funds and securities (other than immov 
able property) in which a trustee is authorised to invest 
trust money by any law for the time being in force in 
India or in any other country in which the State Bank 
has a branch ; 

(b ) debentures or other securities for money issued 
by or on behalf of a district board , municipal board , com 
mittee or other local authority under the authority of any 
Central Act, Provincial Act or State Act or of any law 
for the time being in force in any other country in 
which the State Bank has a branch ; 

(c) subject to such directions as may be issued by the 
Central Board, debentures of companies with limited 
liability registered either in India or in such other country . 
as the Central Government may approve in this behalf; 

(d ) subject to such directions as may be issued by the 
Central Board, shares and debentures of corporations 
established under any law for the time being in force in 
India ; 

(e) goods which , or the documents of title to which , 
are deposited with or assigned to the State Bank as 
security for such advances, loans or credits ; 

(f) goods which are hypothecated to the State Bank 
as security for such advances, loans or credits, if so 
authorised by special directions of the Central Board ; 

(g ) accepted bills of exchange and promissory notes 
endorsed by payees , and joint and several promissory 
notes of two or more persons or firms unconnected with 
each other in general partnership ; 

(h ) fully paid shares of companies with limited liabi 
lity or immovable property or documents of title relating 
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thereto as collateral security only where the original 
security is one of those specified in sub-clauses (a ) to 
(e ) and , subject to such directions as may be issued by 
the Central Board , where the original security is one of 
the kinds specified in sub-clauses (f) and ( g ) : 

Provided that where the Central Government or a State 
Government or any Government or authority outside India , 
which the Central Governmentmay approve in this behall , 
may accept from the State Bank any advances or loans 
under any law for the time being in force, the Central 
Board may, if it thinks fit, make such advances or loans 
without any specific security ; 

(ii) the selling and realisation of the proceeds of sale 
of any promissory notes, debentures, stock -receipts, bonds, 
annuities , stock , shares, securities or goods whích , or the 
documents of title to which, have been deposited with , or 
pledged , hypothecated , assigned or transferred to the State 
Bank as security for such advances, loans or credits or 
which are held by the State Bank or over which the State 
Bank is entitled to any lien or charge in respect of any 
loan , advance , credit or claim of the State Bank, and which 
have not been redeemed in due time in accordance with 
the terms and conditions of such deposit, pledge, hypothe 
cation, assignment or transfer; 

(iii) the drawing , accepting, discounting, buying and 
selling of bills of exchange and other negotiable securities ; 

(iv ) the investing of the funds of the State Bank upon 
any of the securities specified in sub -clauses (a ) to (a ) of 
clause (i) and the conversion of the same into money when 
ever required , and the alteration , conversion or transposi 
tion of any such investment for or into any of the other 
investments above specified ; 

(v ) the issuing of demand drafts, telegraphic transfers 
and other kinds of remittances made payable at its own 
offices, branches or agencies, the purchasing of drafts, 
telegraphic transfers and other remittances , and the make 
ing, issuing and circulating of letters of credit to order 
or otherwise than to the bearer on demand; 

(vi) the buying and selling of gold and silver, whether 
coined or uncoined ; 

(vii) the receiving of deposits and keeping cash accounts 
on such terms as may be agreed upon ; 

(viii) the receiving of all kinds of bonds, scrips, title 
deed or valuables on deposit or for safe custody or other 
wise on such terms as may be agreed upon ; 

(ix ) the selling and realising of all property, whether 
movable or immovable, which may in any way come into 
the possession of the State Bank in satisfaction or part 
satisfaction of any of its clairs, and the acquisition and 
holding of, and generally the dealing with , any right, title 
or interest in any property, movable or immovable, which 
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may be the State Bank s security for any loan or advance 
or may be connected with any such security ; 

(x ) the acting as agent of any co -operative bank which 
is registered or deemed to be registered under the Co 
operative Societies Act, 1912 , (II of 1912 ) or any other 
law for the time being in force in any part of India relat 
ing to co-operative societies in the transaction of such 
business, and on such terms as may be agreed upon ; 

(xi) the underwriting of the issues of any stocks, shares, 
debentures or other securities in which the State Bank is 
authorised to invest its funds under clause (iv ) ; 

( xii) the transacting of pecuniary agency business on 
commission and the entering into of contracts of indemnity, 
suretyship or guarantee with specific security or other 
wise ; 

(xiii) the administration , whether alone or jointly with 
other persons, of estates for any purpose, whether as exe 
cutor, trustee or otherwise, the acting, whether alone or 
jointly with other persons, as trustee under any settlement 
or debenture trust deed or as liquidator of any banking 
institution , or the acting as an agent on commission in the 
transaction of the following kinds of business , namely : 

(a ) the buying, selling, transferring and taking charge 
of any securities or any shares in any public company; 

(b ) the receiving of the proceeds (whether principal, 
interest or dividends) of any securities or shares ; 

(c) the remittance of such proceeds by bills of ex 
change, payable either in India or elsewhere ; 

(xiv) the drawing of bills of exchange and the grant 
ing of letters of credit payable out of India ; 

(xv ) the buying of bills of exchange payable out of 
India at any usance not exceeding fifteen months in the 
case of bills relating to the financing of seasonal agricul 
tural operations or six months in other cases ; 

(xvi) the borrowing of money for the purposes of the 
business of the State Bank , and the giving of security for 
money so borrowed by pledging assets or otherwise ; 

(xvii) the advancing or lending of money to, or the 
opening of cash credit in favour of, any company having a 
share capital which is expressed in rupees in its memoran 
dum of association or any society registered under the Co 
operative Societies Act , 1912, ( II of 1912 ) or any other

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(xviii) the advancing,aka lénding of vibney to courts of 
wards upon the security of states in their charge or under 
their superintendence and the realisation of such advances 
or loans and any interest due thereon , provided that rin . 
such advance or loun shall be made without the previous 
sanction of the State Government concerned , and that the 
period for which any such advance or loan is made shall 
not exceed fifteen months in the case of advances or loans 
relating to the financing of seasonal agricultural operations 
and six months in other cases ; 

(xix ) with the approval of the" Reserve Bank, the sub 
scribing to, buying, acquiring dr holding, and the selling 
of any shares in or the capital of any banking institution 
and the forming or conducting of any such banking insti 
tution as a subsidiary of the State Bank or in any other 
manner ; 

(xx ) the subsidising from time to time of the pension 
funds referred to in section 8 , if necessary ; 

(xxi) the doing of any other kind of business which the 
Central Government in consultation with the Reserve 
Bank and on the recommerdation of the Central Board , 
may authorise; 

(xxii) the performance of the functions entrusted to, or 
required of, the State Bank by this "Act or by any other ... 
law for the time being in force; and 

(xxiii) generally, the doing of all such matters and things 
as may be incidental or subsidiary to the transacting of 
the various kinds of business, including foreign exchange 

business , herein specified. 
34. Business which the State Bank "may not transact: (1). 
The State Bank shall not make a loan or advance 

( a ) for a longer period than six months except as other 
wise provided in this Act; or. 

(b ) upon the secuirty of stock or shares of the State : 
Bank ; or 

(c) upon the security of any immovable property, or the 
documents of the title relating thereto, except to the ex 
tent necessary for any of the purposes of this Act. 

(2) The State Bank shall not, except upon a security of 
the kind specified in sub -clauses, (a) to (e) of clause : (i) of 
section 33 discount bills for any individualor firm for an amount. 
exceeding in the whole at any one time such sum as may be 
prescribed , or lend or advance in any way to any individual 
or firm an amount exceeding in the whole at any one time 
such sum as may be prescribed . 

(3) The State Bank shall not discount or buy, or advance 
or lend, or open cash credits , on the security of any negotiable 
instrument of any individual or firm payable at the place where 
it is presented for discount which does not carry on it the 
several responsibilities of at least two persons or firms uncon 
nected with each other in general partnership. 
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(4) The State Bank shall not discount, lend or advance or 
open cash credits on the security of any negotiable security 
( not being a security in which a trustee may invest trust money 
under section 20 of the Indian Trusts Act, 1882, ( II of 1882) 
or the corresponding provision of law for the time being in 
force in any country where the State Bank has a branch ) 
which 

(a ) at the date of the proposed transaction has a longer 
period to run than fifteen months, if the security is a bill 
drawn for the purpose of financing seasonal agricultural 
operations and six months in other cases ; or 

(b ) if the security is a bill drawn after sight, it is drawn 
for a longer period than fifteen months in the case of a 
bill drawn for the purposes of financing seasonal agricul 
tural operations and six months in other cases . 

(5 ) Nothing contained in this section shall prevent the 
State Bank from allowing any person who keeps an account 
with the State Bank to overdraw such account without security 
to such extent as may be prescribed . 

(6 ) Save as otherwise provided in section 33, the State 
Bank shall not own or acquire any interest in immovable pro 
perty except for the purpose of providing buildings or other 
accommodation in which to carry on the business of the State 
Bank or for providing residences for its officers and other 
employees : 

Provided that if any such building or other accommoda 
tion is not immediately required for any of the purposes of 
the State Bank, the State Bank may utilize it to the best advan 
tage by letting it out or in any other manner. 

35. State Bank may acquire the business of other Banks . 
(1) The State Bank may, with the sanction of the Central 
Government, and shall , if so directed by the Central Govern 
ment in consultation with the Reserve Bank , enter into nego 
tiations for acquiring the business, including the assets and 
liabilities, of any banking institution . 

( 2) If the terms and conditions relating to the acquisition 
of any such banking institution are approved by the Central 
Board and the directorate of the banking institution concerned 
and are also approved by the Reserve Bank, they shall be sub 
mitted to the Central Government, and, if sanctioned by the 
Central Government by order in writing , shall, notwithstanding 
anything to the contrary contained in the Indian Companies 
Act, 1913, (VII of 1913) or in the Banking Companies Act, 
1919, ( X of 1949 ) be binding on the State Bank and the bank 
ing institution concerned as well as the shareholders and credi 
tors . 

(3) The consideration for the acquisition of any banking 
institution or of any assets or liabilities of a banking institution 
under this section may, if so agreed upon , be paid cither in cash 
or by allotment of shares in the capital of the State Bank or 
partly in cash and partly by way of such allotment, and the 
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State Bank may, for the purpose of any such allotment of 
shares, increase, subject to the other provisions contained in 
this Act relating to the increase of capital, the capital of the 
State Bank by the issue of such number of shares as may be 
determined by the State Bank . 

(4 ) Any banking business acquired under this section shall 
thereafter be carried on by the State Bank in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act subject to such exemptions or modifi 
cations as the Central Government may, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, make in this behalf in consultation with the 
Reserve Bank : 

Provided that no such exemption or modification shall be 
made so as to have effect for a period of more than seven years 
from the date of acquisition . 

CHAPTER VII 

FUNDS, ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 
36. Integration and Development Fund . (1) The State 
Bank shall maintain a special fund to be known as the Inte 
gration and Development Fund into which shall be paid 

( a ) the dividends payable to the Reserve Bank on such 
shares of the State Bank held by it as do not exceed fifty 
five per cent. of the total issued capital; and 

(b ) such contributions as the Reserve Bank or the 
Central Government may make from time to time. 

(2 ) The amount in the said Fund shall be applied exclusi 
vely for meeting 

( a ) losses in excess of such yearly sum as may be agreed 
upon between the Reserve Bank and the State Bank and 
attributable to the branches established in pursuance of 
sub -section (5 ) of section 16 ; and 

(b ) such other losses or expenditure as may be approved 
by the CentralGovernment in consultation with the Reserve 
Bank . 

( 3 ) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (2 ), the said 
Fund shall be the property of the Reserve Bank and no share 
liolder or the State Bank or any other person shall have any 
claim to the amount held in the said Fund . 

37. Reserve Fund . The State Bank shall establish a Reserve 
Fund which shall consist of - 

( a ) the amount held in the Reserve Fund of the Imperial 
Bank transferred to the State Bank on the appointed day ; 

(b ) such further sums as may be transferred to it by 
the State Bank out of its annual net profits before declar 

ing a dividend . 
38. Disposal of profits . (1 ) After making provision for bad 
and doubtful debts, depreciation in assets, equalisation of divi 
dends, contribution to staff and superannuation funds and for

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all other matters for which provision is necessary by or under 
this Act or which are usually provided for by banking com 
panies, the State Bank may, out of its net profits, declare a 
dividend . & 1 10 

( 2) Subject to the provisions of paragraph 6 of the First 
Schedule, the rate of dividend shall be determined by the 
Central Board... 1:

39. Books to be balanced each year. The Central Board 
* shall cause the books of the State Bank to be closed, and 
► balanced on the 31st day of December in each year . 

40. Returns. ( 1) The State Bank shall furnish to the 
Central Government and to the Reserve Bank within two months 
from the date on which its accounts are closed and balanced its 
balance sheet, together with the profit and loss account and 
the auditors report on the working of the State Bank during 
the period covered by the accounts . 

(2) The balance sheet and the profit and loss account shall 
be signed by the chairman , vice-chairman, managing directors, 
if any, and a majority of the other directors. 

(3) The State Bank shall also , within two months from 
the date on which its accounts are closed and balanced , transmit 
to the Central Government and the Reserve Bank a statement 
showing, as far as may be ayailable, the name, address and 
occupation of, and the number of shares held by, each share 
holder of the State Bank a s on the said date. 

41. Audit. " (1) The affairs of the State Bank shall be audit 
ed by two auditors duly qualified to act as auditors of com 
panies under sub -section ( 1) of section 144 of the Indian Com 
panies Act, 1913, (VII of 1913 ),who shall be appointed by the 
Reserve Bank in consultation with the Central Government.

(5) The auditors shåll severally be, and continue to act as, 
auditors until the first general meeting after their respective 
appointment, and if any, vacancy arises before the expiry of 
the term of otfice of an auditor, the vacancy 
the Reserve Bank.

(6) Every "auditor shallibè supplied with a copy of the 
annual balance sheet and profit and loss account, and a list of 
all books kept by the State Bank, and it shall be the duty of 
the auditor to examine the balance isheet and profit and loss 
account with the accounts and vouchers relating thereto, and 
in the performance of his duties, the auditor 
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(a ) shall have, at all reasonable times , access to the 
books , accounts and other documents of the State Bank ; 

(b ) may, at the expense of the State Bank , or if he is 
appointed by the Central Government, at the expense of the 
Central Government, employ accountants or other persons 
to assist him in investigating such accounts ; and 

(c ) may, in relation to such accounts, examine any direc 
tor or any member of a Local Board of a Local Committee 
or any officer of the State Bank . 

(7) The auditors shallmake a report to the Central Govern 
ment upon the annual balance sheet and accounts, and in every 
such report they shall state 

(a ) whether, in their opinion , the balance sheet is a full 
and fair balance sheet containing all the necessary parti 
culars and properly drawn up so as to exhibit a true and 
correct view of the affairs of the State Bank , and in case 
they have called for any explanation or information , 
whether it has been given and whether it is satisfactory: 

(b ) whether or not the transactions of the State Bank 
which have come to their notice have been within the 
powers of the State Bank ; 

( c ) whether or not the returns received from the offices 
and branches of the State Bank have been found adequate 
for the purpose of their audit ; 

(a ) whether the profit and loss account shows a true 
balance of profit and loss for the period covered by such 
account; and 

(e ) any other matter which they consider should be 
brought to the notice of the shareholders or the Central 
Government, as the case may be. 

(8) The auditors shall also forward a copy of the audit 
report to the State Bank . 

(9 ) Without prejudice to anything contained in the fore. 
going provisions, the Central Government may appoint at any 
time such auditors as it thinks fit to examine and report on the 
accounts of the State Bank . 

42. Balance sheet etc., of State Bank may be discussed at 
general meeting (1 ) A general meeting (hereinafter referred 
to as an annual generalmeeting ) shall be held at such time and 
at such place where there is a local head office of the State 
Bank , as shall from time to time be specified by the Central 
Board before the end of February in each year, and a general 
meeting may be convened by the State Bank at any other time: 

Provided that the first annual general meeting shall be held 
at Bombay. 

(2) The shareholders present at an annual general meet 
ing shall be entitled to discuss the balance sheet and the profit 
and loss account of the State Bank made up to the previous 
31st day of December, the report of the Central Board on the 
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working of the State Bank for the period covered by the 
accounts and the auditors report on the balance sheet and 
accounts. 

CHAPTER VIII 

MISCELLANEOUS 
43. State Bank may appoint officers and other employees . 
The State Bank may appoint such number of officers , advisers 
and employees as it considers necessary or desirable for the 
efficient performance of its functions, and determine the terms 
and conditions of their appointment and service. 

44. Obligation as to fidelity and secrecy. ( 1 ) The State 
Bank shall observe, except as otherwise required by law , the 
practices and usages customary among bankers , and, in parti 
cular , it shall not divulge any information relating to or to the 
affairs of its constituents except in circumstances in which it 
is , in accordance with the law or practice and usage customary 
among bankers , necessary or appropriate for the State Bank 
to divulge such information . 

(2 ) Every director ,member of a Local Board or of a Local 
Committee, auditor, adviser, officer or other employee of the 
State Bank shall, before entering upon his duties, make a decla 
ration of fidelity and secrecy as in the form set out in the 
Second Schedule. 

45. Bar to liquidation of State Bank . No provision of law 
relating to the winding up of companies shall apply to the 
State Bank , and the State Bank shall not be placed in liquida 
tion save by order of the Central Government and in such 
manner as it may direct. 

45. Indemnity of directors and members of Local Boards 
and Local Committees, ctc . (1) Every director and every 
member of a Local Board or a Local Committee shall be indem 
nified by the State Bank against all losses and expenses incur 
red by him in or in relation to the discharge of his duties except 
such as are caused by his own wilful act or default. 

(2 ) Neither a director nor a member of a Local Board or 
a Local Committee shall be responsible for any loss or expense 
caused to the State Bank by the insufficiency or deficiency of 
the value of or title to any property or security acquired or 
taken on behalf of the State Bank or by the insolvency or 
wrongful act of any customer or debtor or by anything done 
in or in relation to the execution of the duties of his office or 
otherwise than for his wilful act or default. 

47. Defects in appointment or constitution not to invalidate 
acts or proceedings. (1 ) No act or proceeding of the Central 
Board or of a Local Board or a Local Committee shall be ques 
tioned on the ground merely of the existence of any vacancy 
or defect in the constitution of the Board or Committee, as the 
case may be. 
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(2 ) All acts done by any person acting in good faith as a 
director or as a member of a Local Board or of a Local Com 
mittee shall, notwithstanding that there was some defect in his 
appointment or qualifications, be as valid as if he was a director 
of the Central Board or a member of the Local Board or the 
Local Committee, as the case may be. 

48. Power to remove difficulties. The Central Government 
may, for the purpose of removing any difficulties , particularly 
in relation to transition from the provisions of the Imperial 
Bank of India Act, 1920 , (XLVII of 1920 ) to the provisions 
of this Act, by order, direct that this Act shall, during such 
period as may be specified in such order, have effect subject to 
such adaptations, whether by way of modification , addition or 
omission , as it may deem expedient : 

Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiry 
of one year from the appointed day . 

49. Power of Central Government to make rules . ( 1) The 
Central Government, in consultation with the Reserve Bank , 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, make rules to carry 
out the purposes of this Act, 

(2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power, such rules may provide for 

( a ) the procedure for the payment of compensation under 
this Act ; 

(b ) the determination of persons to whom the said com 
pensation shall be payable in all cases , including cases 
where shares in the Imperial Bank have been held by more 
than one person , or where they have been transferred be 
fore the appointed day but the transfer has not been 

registered or where the shareholder is dead. 
50. Power of Central Board to make regulations. (1) The 
Central Board ray, after consultation with the Reserve Bank 
and with the previous sanction of the Central Government make 
regulations, not inconsistent with this Act and the rules made 
thereunder, to provide for all matters for which provision is 
cstpedient for the purpose of giving effect to the provisions of 
this Act . 

( 2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power, such regulations may provide for 

(a ) the nature of shares of the State Bank , the manner 
in which and the conditions subject to which shares may 
be held and transferred and generally all matters relating 
to the rights and duties of shareholders ; 

(b ) the maintenance of share registers, and the parti 
culars to be entered in the principal register in addition to 
those specified in section 13, the areas to be served by each 
branch register , the inspection and closure of the registers 
and all other matters connected therewith ; 

( c) the holding and conduct of elections under this Act, 
including the allocation of clected directors to the various 
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areas served by the different branch registers, and the final 
determination of doubts or disputes regarding the qualifi 
cations of candidates for election or regarding the validity 
of elections ; 

(d ) the number of elected or nominated members of 
Local Boards and Local Committees , the terms of office of 
the members, the manner of their election or nomination , 
the formation and constitution of committees of Local 
Boards, the powers, functions and duties of Local Boards, 
Local Committees and committees of Local Boards, the 
holding of meetings of Local Boards, Local Committees 
and committees of Local Boards and the conduct of busi 
ness thereat ; 

(e) the fees and allowances which may be paid to direc 
tors, or members of Local Boards or Local Committees for 
attending any meetings of the Central Board or of its 
committees or of the Local Boards or Local Committees , 
as the case may be, or for attending to any other work 
of the State Bank ; 

(f) the manner in which the business of the Central 
Board shall be transacted and the procedure to be followed 
at themeetings thereof ; 

(g ) the formation of committees of the Central Board 
and the delegation of powers and functions of the Central 
Board to such committees and the conduct of business in 
such committees ; 

(h ) the delegation of powers and functions of the Central 
Board to the vice -chairman, the managing directors or 
other directors or officers or other employees of the State 
Bank ; 

(i) the manner in which general meetings shall be con 
vened, the procedure to be followed thereat and the manner 
in which voting rights may be exercised ; 

(1) the holding of meetings of shareholders on branch 
registers and the business to be transacted thereat; 

(k ) the manner in which notices may be served on behalf 
of the State Bank upon shareholders or other persons; 

(1) the provision of seals for the State Bank and the 
manner and effect of their use; 

(m ) the conduct and defence of legal proceedings and 
the manner of signing pleadings ; 

(n ) the duties and conduct of officers, other employees, 
advisers and agents of the State Bank ; 

(o ) the establishment and maintenance of pension, pro 
vident or other funds for the benefit of employees of or 
for the purposes of the State Bank ; 

(p) the form and manner in which contracts binding on 
the State Bank may be executed ; 


(q ) the maximum amounts which may be advanced or 
lent to , or for which bills may be discounted for, any indi. 
vidual or partnership without security, the conditions under 
which advances may be made on security and the extent 
to which accounts may be overdrawn without security . 

(r ) the conditions subject to which alone, advances may 
be made to directors, members of Local Boards or of Local 
Committees or officers of the State Bank, or the relatives 
of such directors, members or officers or to companies, 
firms or individuals with which or with whom such direc 
tors , members , officers, or relatives, are connected as part 
ners, directors , managers, servants, shareholders or other 
wise; 

( s) the statements, returns, and forms that are required 
for the purposes of this Act ; 

(t) the payment of dividends, including interim divi 
dends ; 

(u ) generally for the conduct of the business of the 
State Bank . 

(3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this section , the 
first regulations shall be made by the Reserve Bank with the 
previous sanction the Central Government , and thereupon 
shall be deemed to be the regulations made by the Central 
Board under this section and shall have force accordingly until 
they are amended or repealed . 

51. Dissolution of the Imperial Bank and repeal of Act 
XLVII of 1920. ( 1) On the appointed day , the Imperial Bank 
shall be dissolved and thereafter no person shall make any 
claim or demand or take any proceeding against that Bank or 
a director, officer or employee thereof in his capacity as such 
director, officer or employee except in so far as may be necessary 
for enforcing the provisions of this Act or except in so far as it 
relates to any offence committed by any such director, officer or 
other employee . 

(2 ) On the appointed day, the Impcrial Bank of India Act , 
1920 (XLVII of 1920) shall stand repealed . 

(3 ) Without prejudice to the other provisions contained 
in this Act, and notwithstanding the repeal of the Imperial 
Bank of India Act, 1920 (XLVII of 1920 ) any reference to the 
Imperial Bank or to the Bank of Bengal, the Bank of Madras 
or the Bank of Bombay in any law , notification or in any con 
tract or other instrument shall, on and from the appointed day, 
be deemed to be a reference to the State Bank. 

52. Amendment of Act II of 1934. The Reserve Bank of 
Jadia Act , 1934 ( II of 1934 ) shall be amended in the manner 
directed in the Third Schedule. 

53. Amendment of Act X of 1949. The Banking Companivs 
Act, 1949 (X of 1949 ) shall be amended in the manner directed 
in the Fourth Schedule. 


THE FIRST SCHEDULE 

(See section 9) 
COMPENSATION FOR THE TRANSFER OF SHARES OF THE 

IMPERIAL BANK TO THE RESERVE BANK 
1. In this Schedule, "shareholder " means any person who 
immediately before the appointed day is registered as the holder 
of a share in the Imperial Bank . 

2. As compensation for the shares in the capital of the 
Imperial Bank which , by reason of this Act , are transferred to 
and vested in the Reserve Bank , the Reserve Bank shall pay 
to every shareholder, in the manner set out hereinafter, an 
amount calculated at the rate of one thousand seven hundred 
and sixty -five rupees and ten annas per share in the case of a 
fully paid up share and four hundred and thirty -one rupees, 
twelve annas and four pies per share in the case of a partly 
paid -up share. 

3. Notwithstanding the transfer of the shares in the capital 
of the Imperial Bank to the Reserve Bank, any shareholder 
who immediately before the appointed day is entitled to pay 
ment of dividend on the shares of the Imperial Bank held by 
him shall be entitled to receive from the State Bank 

(a ) all dividends accruing due on his shares in respect 
of any half-year which ended before the appointed day and 
remaining unpaid ; 

(b ) dividends calculated at a rate to be specified by the 
Central Government in respect of any period immediately 
preceding the appointed day for which the Imperial Bank 

has not declared any dividend. 
4. (1 ) The compensation provided for in this Schedule shall 
be given in Central Government securities , and the form of 
such securities and the value thereof, computed with reference 
to their market value, shall be such as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the OfficialGazette, specify in this behalf : 

Provided that where the amount of such compensation is 
not an exact multiple of the value of the government security 
as so notified , the amount in excess of the nearest lower multiple 
of such value shall be paid by cheque drawn on the Reserve 
Bank . 


( 2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-paragraph 
(1), any person who is registered as the holder of a share in 
the Imperial Bank on the 19th day of December, 1954, and 
continues to be so until the appointed day shall, if he applies 
in writing in this behalf to the Reserve Bank before the expiry 
of three months from the appointed day , be entitled to be paid , 
by cheque drawn on the Reserve Bank, any compensation pay 
able to him upto the first ten thousand rupees . 

5. (1) Any shareholder to whom compensation is payable 
under this Schedule may apply to the Reserve Bank before the 
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cxpiry of three months from the appointed day for the transfer 
to him of shares in the State Bank in lieu of such compensa 
tion , and for the purposes of such transfer the value of cach 
share of the State Bank shall be such as may be determined 
by the Reserve Bank in this behalf . 

(2 ) If on receipt of an application under sub -paragropli 
(1 ), the Reserve Bank, in its discretion, decides to transfer 
any shares to the applicant, it shall issue to the State Bank a 
warrant in the prescribed form directing it to transfer in favour 
of the person specified in the warrant such number of shares 
as may be specified therein out of the shares standing allotted 
to it under sub-section (1 ) of section 5 , and the State Bank 
shall be bound to comply with such warrant. 

(3 ) A warrant issued by the Reserve Bank under this 
paragraph shall not be liable to duty under the Indian Stamp 
Act, 1899 ( II of 1899) . 

6. (1 ) The Reserve Bank may, if it decides to transfer, in 
pursuance of paragraph 5 , more than two lallis, fifty-three 
thousand and one hundred and twenty -five shares, require the 
State Bank to issue to it such further shares as may be neces . 
sary to secure that it holds not less than fifty -five per cent. 
of the issued capital of the State Bank, and the State Bank 
shall, without prejudice to the provisions contained in sub 
section (3 ) of section 5, comply with such requirement of the 
Reserve Bank subscribing one hundred rupees for each share. 

(2 ) No share issued to the Reserve Bank at par under 
this paragraph shall carry dividend at a rate higher than four 
per cent. per annum .

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1. Short title. This Act may be called the Reserve Bank of 
India (Amendment ) Act, 1955. 

2. Amendment of section 2, Act II of 1934. In section 2 of 
the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 (hereinafter referred to 
as the principal Act), after clause (b ), the following clause 
shall be inserted, namely : 

" (bb ) " Co-operative credit society" means a society 
registered , or deemed to be registered, under the Co -opera 
tive Societies Act, 1912, ( II of 1912) or any other law 
relating to co -operative societies for the time being in force 
in any part of the territories to which this Act extends, 
the primary object of which is to provide financial accom 
modation to its members and includes a co -operative land 

mortgage bank ;" : 
3. Amendment of section 6 , Act II of 1934. In section 6 of 
the principal Act, the words " and a branch in London " shall 
be omitted. 

4. Amendment of section 8, Act II of 1934. In section 8 of 
the principal Act, in clause (a ) of sub-section (1 ), for the 
word " two" the word " three" shall be substituted . 

5. Amendment of section 13 , Act II of 1934. In sub-section 
(3 ) of section 13 of the principal Act, for the words " in his 
absence" , the words " if for any reason , he is unable to attend," 
shall be substituted . 

6. Amendment of section 17, Act II of 1934. In section 17 
of the principal Act,

(b ) for clause (4A ), the following clause shall be sub 
stituted , namely : 

" (4A ) the making of loans and advances out of the 
National Agricultural Credit (Long Term Operations ) 
Fund and the National Agricultural Credit ( Stabilisation ) 
Fund established under section 46A and section 46B 
respectively for the purposes specified in the said 

sections;" . 
7. Insertion of new sections 468 and 46B in Act II of 1934 . 
After section 46 of the principal Act, the following sections 
shall be inserted, namely : 

" 46A. National Agricultural Credit (Long Term Opera 
tions ) Fund. ( 1) The Bank shall establish and maintain 
a Fund to be known as the National Agricultural Credit 
(Long Term Operations ) Fund to which shall be credited 

(a ) an initial sum of ten crores of rupees by the Bank; 
and 

(b ) such further sums of money as the Bank may 
contribute every year: 

Provided that the annual contribution during each of the 
five years commencing with the year ending on the 30th 
day of June, 1956 shall not be less than five crores of 
rupees : 

Provided further that the Central Government may, if 
the circumstances so require, authorise the Bank to increase 
or reduce the amount of its annual contribution in any 
year. 

(2 ) The amount in the said Fund shall be applied by the 
Bank only to the following objects, namely : 

(a ) the making of loans and advances to State Govern 
ments for subscribing directly or indirectly to the share 
capital of a co -operative credit society and repayable on 
the expiry of fixed periods not exceeding twenty years 
from the date of making such loan or advance ; 

(b ) the making to State co-operative banks of loans and 
advances for agricultural purposes, repayable on the expiry 
of fixed periods not being less than fifteen months and not 
exceeding five years from the date of making such loan 
or advance against such securities as may be specified in 
this behalf by the Bank : 

Provided that such loans and advances are fully guaran. 
teed as to the repayment of the principal and payment of 
interest by the State Government; 

(c) themaking to Central Land Mortgage Banks of loans 
and advances repayable on the expiry of fixed periods not 
exceeding twenty years from the date of making such loan 
or advance : 

Provided that such loans and advances are fully guaran 
teed as to the repayment of the principal and payment 


of interest by the State Government ; 


(a) the purchase of debentures of Central Land Mort 
sago Banks: 

Provided that such debentures are fully guaranteed as 
to the repayment of the principal and payment of interest 
by the State Government. 

Explanation . - For the purposes of this section , a Central 
Land Mortgage Bank includes an institution engaged in the 
grant of loans on themortgage of agricultural land and declared 
as such by the State Government in this behalf. 

46B. National Agricultural Credit ( Stabilisation ) Fund. 
( 1) The Bank shall establish and maintain a Fund to be 
known as the National Agricultural Credit (Stabilisation ) 
Fund to which shall be credited such sums of money as the 
Bank may contribute every year : 

Provided that the annual contribution during each of the 
five years commencing with the year ending on the 30th 
day of June, 1956 shall not be less than one crore of rupees : 

Provided further that the Central Government may , if 
the circumstances so require, authorise the Bank to increase 
or reduce the amount of its annual contribution in any 
year. 

( 2 ) The amount in the said Fund shall be applicd by the 
Bank only to the making to State co -operative banks of 
loans and advances repayable on the expiry of fixed periods 
not being less than fifteen months and not exceeding five 
years from the date of making such loan or advance and 
on such terms and conditions as may be specified in this 
behalf by the Bank : 
Provided that no such loans or advances shall be made 

(a ) except for the purpose of enabling the State co 
operative banks to pay any dues in respect of bills of 
exchange and promissory notes purchased or redis 
counted by the Bank under clause (2 ) of section 17 or 
loans and advances made to them by the Bank under 
clause (4 ) of section 17 , and unless, in the opinion of 
the Bank, the State co-operative banks are unable to pay 
such dues in time owing to drought, famine or other 
natural calamities; and 

(b ) unless such loans and advances are fully guaran 
teed as to the repayment of the principal and payment 

of interest by the State Government." . 
8. Amendment of section 47 , Act II of 1934. In section 47 
of the principal Act, for the words "and such other contingencies 
as", the words " and for all other matters for which provision 
is to be made by or under this Act or which " shall be substi 
tuted . 

9. Amendment of section 52, Act II of 1934. In sub-section 
(1 ) of section 52 of the principal Act, the words " if appointed 
by it or at the expense of the Central Government if appointed 
by that Government" shall be omitted.

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10. Insertion of new section 54A in Act II of 1934 . 
section 54 of the principal Act, the following section shall be 
inserted , namely : 

" 54A. Delegation of powers. (1) The Governor may, 
by generalor special order, delegate to a Deputy Governor,

THE HINDU MARRIAGE ACT, 1955 (25 OF 1955) 

An 

ACT 
to amend and codify the law relating to marriageamong Hindus 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title and extent. (1) This Act may be called the 
Hindu Marriage Act, 1955. 

( 2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir, and applies also to Hindus domiciled in 
the territories to which this Act extends who are outside the 
said territories . 
2. Application of Act.- ( 1) This Act applies 

(a ) to any person who is a Hindu by religion in any of 
its forms or developments, including a Virashaiva, a Linga 
yat or a follower of the Brahmo, Prarthana or Arya Samaj, 

(b ) to any person who is a Buddhist, Jaina or Sikh by 
religion , and 

(c) to any other person domiciled in the territories to 
which this Act extends who is not a Muslim , Christian , 
Parsi or Jew by religion , unless it is proved that any such 
person would not have been governed by the Hindu law 
or by any custom or usage as part of that law in respect 
of any of the matters dealt with herein if this Act had 
not been passed . 

Explanation .- The following persons are Hindus, Buddhists, 
Jainas or Sikhs by religion , as the case may be: 

(a ) any child, legitimate or illegitimate, both of whose 
parents are Hindus, Buddhists, Jainas or Sikhs by religion ; 
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(b ) any child, legitimate or illegitimate one of whose 
parents is a Hindu, Buddhist, Jaina or Sikh by religion and 
group or family to which such parent belongs or belonged ; 
and 

(c) any person who is a convert or re- convert to the 
Hindu, Buddhist, Jaina or Sikh religion. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section 
(1), nothing contained in this Act shall apply to the members 
of any Scheduled Tribe within the meaning of clause (25 ) of 
article 366 of the Constitution unless the Central Government, 
by notification in the Official Gazette, otherwise directs . 

(3) The expression Hindu in any portion of this Act shall 
be construed as if it included a person who, though not a Hindu 
by religion, is nevertheless, a person to whom this Act applies 
by virtue of the provisions contained in this section. 

3. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires - 

(a) the expressions " custom " and " usage" signify any 
rule which , having been continuously and uniformly observ . 
ed for a long time, has obtained the force of law among 
Hindus in any local area , tribe, community, group or 
family : 

Provided that the rule is certain and not unreasonable 
or opposed to public policy ; and 

Provided further that in the case of a rule applicable 
only to a family it has not been discontinued by the family ; 

(b ) " district court" means, in any area for which there 
is a city civil court, that court, and in any other area the 
principal civil court of original jurisdiction , and includes 
any other civil court which may be specified by the State 
Government, by notification in the OfficialGazette, as hay 
ing jurisdiction in respect of the matters dealt with in 
this Act ; 

(c). " full blood" and " half blood " -two persons are said 
to be related to each other by full blood when they are 
descended from a common ancestor by the same wife and 
by half blood when they are descended from a common 
ancestor but by different wives; 

(a ) " uterine blood" -two persons are said to be related 
to each other by uterine blood when they are descended 
from a common ancestress but by different husbands ; 

Explanation. - In clauses (c) and (d ), " ancestor" includes 
the father and " ancestress" the mother ; 

(e) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under 

(f) (i) " sapinda relationship" with reference to any 
person extends as far as the third generation (inclusive) in 
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the line of ascent through the mother, and the fifth (inclu 
sive) . in the line of ascent through the father , the line 
being traced upwards in each case from the person con 
cerned , who is to be counted as the first generation ; 

(ii ) two persons are said to be " sapindas" of each other 
if one is a lineal ascendant of the other within the limits 
of sapinda relationship , or if they have a common lineal 
ascendant who is within the limits of sapinda relationship 
with reference to each of them ; 

(g ) -" degrees of prohibited relationship " -two persons 
are said to be within the degrees of prohibited relations 
ship " 

(i) if one is a lineal ascendant of the other ; or 

(ii) if one was the wife or husband of a linealascend 
ant or descendant of the other : or 

(iii ) if one was the wife of the brother or of the 
father s or mother s brother or of the grandfather s or 
grandmother s brother of the other ; or 

(iv ) if the two are brother and sister, uncle and niece, 
aunt and nephew , or children of brother and sister or 
of two brothers or of two sisters; 

Explanation . For the purposes of clauses (f) and (g ), 
-relationship includes 

(i) relationship by half or uterine blood as well as by 
full blood ; 

(ii) illegitimate blood relationship as well as legiti 
mate; 

(iii) relationship by adoption as well as by blood ; 
and all terms of relationship in those clauses shall be con 

strued accordingly. 
4. Over - riding effect of Act. — Save as otherwise expressly 
provided in this Act, 

(a ) any text, rule or interpretation of Hindu law or any 
custom or usage as part of that law in force immediately 
before the commencement of this Act shall cease to have 
effect with respect to any matter for which provision is 
made in this Act ; 

(b ) any other law in force immediately before the com 
mencement of this Act shall cease to have effect in so far 
as it is inconsistent with any of the provisions contained 
in this Act. 

HINDU MARRIAGES 
5. Conditions for a Hindu marriage.- A marriage may be 
solemnized between any two Hindus, if the following conditions 
are fulfilled , namely : 

(i) neither party has a spouse living at the time of the 
marriage; 


(II) neither partly is an Idiot or a lunatic at the time of 
the marriage; 

(iii) the bridegroom has completed the age of eighteen 
years and the bride the age of fifteen years at the time of 
the marriage; 

(iv ) the parties are not within the degrees of prohibited 
relationship, unless the custom or usage governing each of 
them permits of a marriage between the two; 

(v ) the parties are not sapindas of each other, unless 
the customs or usage governing each of them permits of 
a marriage between the two ; 

(vi) where the bride has not completed the age of 
eighteen years, the consent of her guardian in marriage, 
if any, has been obtained for the marriage. 
6. Guardianship in marriage.- (1) Wherever the consent of 
a guardian in marriage is necessary for a bride under this Act, 
the persons entitled to give such consent shall be the following 
in the order specified hereunder, namely : 

(a ) the father; 
(b ) the mother ; 
(c ) the paternal grandfather ; 
(d) the paternal grandmother ; 

(e ) the brother by full blood ; as between brothers the 
elder being preferred ; 

(f) the brother by half blood ; as between brothers 
by half blood the elder being preferred : 
Provided that the bride is living with him and is being 
brought up by him ; 

(g ) the paternal uncle by full blood; as between pater 
nal uncles the elder being preferred ; 

(h ) the paternal uncle by half blood ; as between pater 
nal uncles by half blood the elder being preferred : 

Provided that the bride is living with him and is being 
-brought up by him ; 

(i) the maternal grandfather ; 
(j) the maternal grandmother ; 

(k ) thematernal uncle by full blood; as between mater 
nal uncles the elder being preferred : 

Provided that the bride is living with him and is being 
brought up by him . 

(2) No person shall be entitled to act as a guardian in 
marriage under the provisions of this section unless such per 
son has himself completed his or her twenty -first year. 

(3) Where any person entitled to be the guardian in 
marriage under the foregoing provisions refuses, or is for any 
cause unable or unfit, to act as such, the person next in order 
shall be entitled to be the guardian. 
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- (4 ) In the absence of any such person as is referred to 
in sub-section ( 1), the consent of a guardian shall not be neces. 
sary for a marriage under this Act. 

(5 ) Nothing in this Act shall affect the jurisdiction of a 
court to prohibit by injunction an intended marriage, if in the 
interests of the bride for whose marriage consent is required , 
the court thinks it necessary to do so . 

7. Ceremonies for a Hindu marriage.-- (1) A Hindu mar 
riage may be solemnized in accordance with the customary rites 
and ceremonies of either party thereto . 

(2 ) Where such rites and ceremonies include the Sapta 
padi (that is , the taking of seven steps by the bridegroom and 
the bride jointly before the sacred fire ), the marriage becomes 
complete and binding when the seventh step is taken. 

8. Registration of Hindu marriages.- (1) For the purpose 
of facilitating the proof of Hindu marriages, the State Govern 
ment may make rules providing that the parties to any such 
marriage may have the particulars relating to their marriage 
entered in such manner and subject to such conditions as may 
be prescribed in a Hindu Marriage Register kept for the pur 
pose. 

( 2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section ( 1), 
the State Government may, if it is of opinion that it is necessary 
or expedient so to do, provide that the entering of the parti 
culars referred to in sub -section (1) shall be compulsory in the 
State or in any part thereof, whether in all cases or in such 
cases as may be specified , and where any such direction has 
been issued, any person contravening any rule made in this 
behalf shall be punishable with fine which may extend to 
twenty -five rupees. 

( 3) All rules made under this section shall be laid before 
the State Legislature, as soon as may be, after they are made. 

(4 ) The Hindu Marriage Register shall at all reasonable 
times be open for inspection , and shall be admissible as evidence 
of the statements therein contained and certified extracts there 
from shall, on application , be given by the Registrar on pay 
ment to him of the prescribed fee. 

(5 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this section , 
the validity of any Hindu marriage shall in no way be affected 
by the omission to make the entry . 
RESTITUTION OF CONJUGAL RIGHTS AND JUDICIAL SEPARATION 

9. Restitution of conjugal rights.- (1) When either the 
husband or the wife has, without reasonable excuse, withdrawn 
from the society of the other, the aggrieved party may apply, by 
petition to the district court, for restitution of conjugal rights 
and the court, on being satisfied of the truth of the statements 
made in such petition and that there is no legal ground why 
the application should not be granted , may decree restitution 
of conjugal rights accordingly. 
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(2) Nothing shall be pleaded in answer to a petition for 
restitution of conjugal rights which shall not be a ground for 
judicial separation or for nullity of marriage or for divorce. 

10. Judicial separation.- (1) Either party to a marriage, 
whether solemnized before or after the commencement of this 
Act, may present a petition to the district court praying for a 
decree for judicial separation on the ground that the other 
party 

(a ) has deserted the petitioner for a continuous period 
of not less than two years immediately preceding the pre 
sentation of the petition ; or 

(b ) has treated the petitioner with such cruelty as to 
cause a reasonable apprehension in the mind of the peti 
tioner that it will be harmful or injurious for the petitioner 
to live with the other party ; or 

(c) has, for a period of not less than one year immedi 
ately preceding the presentation of the petition , been suffer 
ing from a virulent form of leprosy; or 

(d ) has, immediately before the presentation of the 
petition , been suffering from venereal disease in a com 
municable form , the disease not having been contracted 
from the petitioner ; or 

(e) has been continuously of unsound mind for a period 
of not less than two years immediately preceding the pre 
sentation of the petition ; or 

(f) has, after the solemnization of the marriage, had 
sexual intercourse with any person other than his or her 
spouse.. 

Explanation . In this section , the expression " desertion" , 
with its grammatical variations and cognate expressions, means 
the desertion of the petitioner by the other party to the marriage 
without reasonable cause and without the consent or against 
the wish of such party, and includes the wilfül neglect of the 
petitioner by the other party to the marriage. 

(2 ) Where a decree for judicial separation has been passed , 
it shall no longer be obligatory for the petitioner to cohabit with 
the respondent, but the court may, on the application by peti 
tion of either party and on being satisfied of the truth of the 
statements made in such petition , rescind the decree if it con 
siders it just and reasonable to do so . 

NULLITY OF MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 
11. Void marriages. - Any marriage solemnized after the 
commencement of this Act shall be null and void and may, on : 
a petition presented by either party thereto, be so declared by 
a decree of nullity if it contravenes any one of the conditions 
specified in clauses (i), (iv ) and (v ) of section 5 . 

12. Voidable marriages.- ( 1) Any..marriage solemnized, 
whether before or after the commencement of this Act, shall 
be voidable and may be annulled by a decree of nullity on any 
of the following grounds, namely : 


(a ) that the respondent was impotent at the time of the 
marriage and continued to be so until the institution of the 
proceeding; or 

(b ) that the marriage is in contravention of the condi 
tion specified in clause (ii ) of section 5 ; or 

( c) that the consent of the petitioner , or where the con 
sent of the guardian in marriage of the petitioner is required 
under section 5 , the consent of such guardian was obtained 
by force or fraud ; or 

(a ) that the respondent was at the time of the marriage 
pregnant by some person other than the petitioner. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section 
( 1), no petition for annulling a marriage 

(a ) on the ground specified in clause (c) of sub-section 
( 1 ) shall be entertained if 

(i) the petition is presented more than one year after 
the force had ceased to operate or, as the case may be, 
the fraud had been discovered ; or 

(ii) the petitioner has, with his or her full consent , 
lived with the other party to the marriage as husband or 
wife after the force had ceased to operate or , as the case 
may be, the fraud had been discovered ; 

(b ) on the ground specified in clause (d ) of sub-section 
(1 ) shall be entertained unless the court is satisfied 

(i) that the petitioner was at the time of the marriage 
ignorant of the facts alleged; 

(ii) that proceedings have been instituted in the case of 
a marriage solemnized before the commencement of this 
Act within one year of such commencement and in the 
case of marriages solemnized after such commencement 
within one year from the date of the marriage; and 

(iii ) that marital intercourse with the consent of the 
petitioner has not taken place since the discovery by the 

petitioner of the existence of the grounds for a decree. 
13. Divorce .- ( 1 ) Any marriage solemnized , whether before 
or after the commencement of this Act , may, on a petition pre 
sented by either the husband or the wife , be dissolved by a 
decree of divorce on the ground that the other party 

(i) is living in adultery ; or 

(ii) has ceased to be a Hindu by conversion to another 
religion ; or 

(iii ) has been incurably of unsound mind for a con 
tinuous period of not less than three years immediately 
preceding the presentation of the petition ; or 

(iv ) has, for a period of not less than three years im 
mediately preceding the presentation of the petition, been 
suffering from a virulent and incurable form of leprosy; or 
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or 


(v ) has, for a period of not less than three years im 
mediately preceding the presentation of the petition , been 
suffering from venereal disease in a communicable form ; 

( vi) has renounced the world by entering any religious 
order ; or 

(vii) has not been heard of as being alive for a period 
of seven years or more by those persons who would natu 
rally have heard of it, had that party been alive ; or 

(viii) has not resumed cohabitation for a space of two 
years or upwards after the passing of a decree for judicial 
separation against that party ; or 

(ix ) has failed to comply with a decree for restitution 
of conjugal rights for a period of two years or upwards 
after the passing of the decree . 

(2) A wife may also present a petition for the dissolution 
of her marriage by a decree of divorce on the ground, 

(i) in the case of any marriage solemnized before the 
commencement of this Act, that the husband had married 
again before such commencement or that any other wife 
of the husband married before such commencement was 
alive at the time of the solemnization of the marriage of 
the petitioner : 

Provided that in either case the other wife is alive at the 
time of the presentation of the petition ; or 

(ii ) that the husband has, since the solemnization of the 
marriage, been guilty of rape, sodomy or bestiality. 
14. No petition for divorce to be presented within three years 
of marriage.-- (1 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
Act, it shall not be competent for any court to entertain any 
petition for dissolution of a marriage by a decree of divorce, 
unless at the date of the presentation of the petition three years 
have elapsed since the date of the marriage: 

Provided that the court may, upon application made to it 
in accordance with such rules as may be made by the High 
Court in that behalf, allow a petition to be presented before 
three years have elapsed since the date of the marriage on the 
ground that the case is one of exceptional hardship to the peti 
tioner or of exceptional depravity on the part of the respondent, 
but, if it appears to the court at the hearing of the petition 
that the petitioner obtained leave to present the petition by 
any misrepresentation or concealment of the nature of the case, 
the court may , if it pronounces a decree, do so subject to the 
condition that the decree shall not have effect until after the 
expiry of three years from the date of the marriage or may 
dismiss the petition without prejudice to any petition which 
may be brought after the expiration of the said three years 
upon the same or substantially the same facts as those alleged 
in support of the petition so dismissed . 

( 2) In disposing of any application under this section for 
leave to present a petition for divorce before the expiration 


of three years from the date of the marriage, the court shall 
have regard to the interests of any children of the marriage 
and to the question whether there is a reasonable probability 
of a reconciliation between the parties before the expiration 
of the said three years . 

15. Divorced persons when may marry again - When a 
marriage has been dissolved by a decree of divorce and either 
there is no right of appeal against the decree or, if there is 
such a right of appeal the time for appealing has expired with 
out an appeal having been presented, or an appeal has been 
presented but has been dismissed , it shall be lawful for either 
party to the marriage to marry again : 

Provided that it shall not be lawful for the respective 
parties to marry again unless at the date of such marriage at 
least one year has elapsed from the date of the decree in the 
court of the first instance. 

16. Legitimacy of children of void and voidable marriages. 
Where a decree of nullity is granted in respect of any marriage 
under section 11 or section 12, any child begotten or conceived 
before the decree is made who would have been the legitimate 
child of the parties to the marriage if it had been dissolved 
instead of having been declared null and void or annulled by 
a decree of nullity shall be deemed to be their legitimate child 
notwithstanding the decree of nullity : 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall be 
construed as conferring upon any child of a marriage which is 
.. declared null and void or annulled by a decree of nullity any 

rights in or to the property of any person other than the parents 
in any case where, but for the passing of this Act, such child 
would have been incapable of possessing or acquiring any such 
rights , by reason of his not being the legitimate child of his 
parents. 

17. Punishment of bigamy - Any marriage between two 
Hindus solemnized after the commencement of this Act is void 
if at the date of such marriage either party had a husband or 
wife living ; and the provisions of sections 494 and 495 of the 
Indian Penal Code (Act XLV of 1860) shall apply accordingly . 

18. Punishment for contravention of certain other conditions 
for a Hindu marriage.-- Every person who procures a marriage 
of himself or herself to be solemnized under this Act in con 
travention of the conditions specified in clauses ( iii), (iv ), (v ) 
and (vi) of section 5 shall be punishable 

(a ) in the case of a contravention of the condition 
specified in clause (iii) of section 5, with simple imprison 
ment which may extend to fifteen days, or with fine which 
may extend to one thousand rupees, or with both ; 

(b ) in the case of a contravention of the condition 
specified in clause (iv ) or clause (v ) of section 5, with 
simple imprisonment which may extend to one month, or 
with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees, or 

with both ; and 
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(c) in the case of a contravention of the condition speci 
fied in clause (vi) of section 5, with fine which may extend 
to one thousand rupees. 

JURISDICTION AND PROCEDURE 
19. Court to which petition should be made.-- Every petition 
under this Act shall be presented to the district court within 
the local limits of whose ordinary original civil jurisdiction the 
marriage was solemnized or the husband and wife reside or last 
resided together . 

20. Contents and verification of petitions.- (1) Every peti 
tion presented under this Act shall state as distinctly as the 
nature of the case permits the facts on which the claim to relief 
is founded and shall also state that there is no collusion between 
the petitioner and the other party to the marriage. 

(2 ) The statements contained in every petition under this 
Act shall be verified by the petitioner or some other competent 
person in the manner required by law for the verification of 
plaints, and may, at the hearing , be referred to as evidence. 

21. Application of Act V of 1908.- Subject to the other pro 
visions contained in this Act and to such rules as the High 
Court may make in this behalf, all proceedings under this Act 
shall be regulated , as far as may be, by the Code of Civil Pro 
cedure, 1908 (Act 7 of 1908 ) . 

22. Proceedings may be in camera and may not be printed 
or published.- (1 ) A proceeding under this Act shall be con 
ducted in camera if either party so desires or if the court so 
thinks fit to do , and it shall not be lawful for any person to 
print or publish any matter in relation to any such proceeding 
except with the previous permission of the court. 

(2 ) If any person prints or publishes any matter in con 
travention of the provisions contained in sub -section ( 1) , he 
shall be punishable with fine which may extend to one thousand 
rupees . 

23. Decree in proceedings.- (1) In any proceeding under 
this Act, whether defended or not, if the court is satisfied that 

(a ) any of the grounds for granting relief exists and the 
petitioner is not in any way taking advantage of his or her own 
wrong or disability for the purpose of such relief, and 

(b ) where the ground of the petition is the ground speci 
fied in clause (f) of sub-section ( 1) of section 10 , or in 
clause (i) of sub-section (1) of section 13, the petitioner 
has not in any manner been accessory to or connived at or 
condoned the act or acts complained of, or where the ground 
of the petition is cruelty the petitioner has not in any 
manner condoned the cruelty, and 

(c) the petition is not presented or prosecuted in collu 
sion with the respondent, and 

(d) there has not been any unnecessary or improper 
delay in instituting the proceeding, and 


(e) there is no other legal ground why relief should not 

be granted , 
then , and in such a case, but not otherwise, the court shall 
decree such relief accordingly . 

(2 ) Before proceeding to grant any relief under this Act, 
it shall be the duty of the court in the first instance, in every 
case where it is possible so to do consistently with the nature 
and circumstances of the case, to make every endeavour to 
bring about a reconciliation between the parties . 

24. Maintenance pendente lite and expenses of proceedings. 
Where in any proceeding under this Act it appears to the court 
that either the wife or the husband , as the case may be, has no 
independent income sufficient for her or his support and the 
necessary expenses of the proceeding, it may , on the application 
of the wife or the husband , order the respondent to pay to the 
petitioner the expenses of the proceeding, and monthly during 
the proceeding such sum as, having regard to the petitioner s 
own income and the income of the respondent, it may seem to 
the court to be reasonable . 

25. Permanent alimony and maintenance.- ( 1) Any court 
exercising jurisdiction under this Act may , at the time of pass 
ing any decree or at any time subsequent thereto , on application 
made to it for the purpose by either the wife or the husband, 
as the case may be, order that the respondent shall, while the 
applicant remains unmarried , pay to the applicant for her or 
his maintenance and support such gross sum or such monthly 
or periodical sum for a term not exceeding the life of the appli 
cant as, having regard to the respondent s own income and other 
property , if any, the income and other property of the applicant 
and the conduct of the parties, it may seem to the court to be 
just, and any such payment may be secured , if necessary, by a 
charge on the immovable property of the respondent. 

(2 ) If the court is satisfied that there is a change in the 
circumstances of either party at any time after it has made 
an order under sub-section (1 ), it may, at the instance of either 
party vary, modify or rescind any such order in such manner 
as the court may deem just. 

( 3 ) If the court is satisfied that the party in whose favour 
an order has been made under this section has remarried or , 
if such party is the wife, that she has not remained chaste, 
or , if such party is the husband, that he has had sexual inter 
course with any woman outside wedlock, it shall rescind the 
order. 

26. Custody of children . - In any proceeding under this Act, 
the court may , from time to time, pass such interim orders 
and make such provisions in the decree as it may deem just 
and proper with respect to the custody, maintenance and educa 
tion of minor children , consistently with their wishes,wherever 
possible, and may, after the decree, upon application by peti 
tion for the purpose, make from time to time, all such orders 
and provisions with respect to the custody, maintenance and 
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education of such children as might have been made by such 
decree or interim orders in case the proceeding for obtaining 
such decree were still pending, and the court may also from 
time to time revoke, suspend or vary any such orders and pro 
visions previously made. 

27. Disposal of property. - In any proceeding under this Act, 
the court may make such provisions in the decree as it deems 
just and proper with respect to any property presented , at or 
about the time of marriage, which may belong jointly to both 
the husband and the wife. 

28. Enforcement of, and appeal from , decrees and orders. 
All decrees and orders made by the court in any proceeding 
under this Act shall be enforced in like manner as the decrees 
and orders of the court made in the exercise of its original 
civi jurisdiction are enforced , and may be appealed from under 
any law for the time being in force : 

Provided that there shall be no appeal on the subject of 
costs only. 

SAVINGS AND REPEALS 
29. Savings.- (1) A marriage solemnized between Hindus 
before the commencement of this Act, which is otherwise valid , 
shall not be deemed to be invalid or ever to have been invalid 
by reason only of the fact that the parties thereto belonged 
to the same gotra or pravara or belonged to different religions, 
castes or sub-divisions of the same caste. 

(2 ) Nothing contained in this Act shall be deemed to affect 
any right recognised by custom or conferred by any special 
enactment to obtain the dissolution of a Hindu marriage, 
whether solemnized before or after the commencement of this 
Act. 

( 3) Nothing contained in this Act shall affect any pro 
ceeding under any law for the time being in force for declaring 
any marriage to be null and void or for annulling or dissolving 
any marriage or for judicial separation pending at the com 
mencement of this Act, and any such proceeding may be con 
tinued and determined as if this Act had not been passed . 

(4 ) Nothing contained in this Act shall be deemed to affect 
the provisions contained in the Special Marriage Act, 1954 (43 
of 1954) with respect to marriages between Hindus solemnized 
under that Act, whether before or after the commencement of 
this Act. 

30. Repeals . - The Hindu Marriage Disabilities Removal Act, 
1946 (XXVIII of 1946 ) , the Hindu Marriages Validity Act, 1949 
(XXI of 1949 ), the Bombay Prevention of Hindu Bigamous 
Marriages Act, 1946 (Bombay Act XXV of 1946 ), the Bombay 
Hindu Divorce Act, 1947_ (Bombay Act XXII of 1947), the 
Madras Hindu (Bigamy Prevention and Divorce) Act, 1949 
(Madras Act VI of 1949), the Saurashtra Prevention of Hindu 
Bigamous Marriages Act, 1950 ( Saurashtra Act V of 1950) and 
the Saurashtra Hindu Divorce Act, 1952 (Saurashtra Act XXX 
of 1952) are hereby repealed .

Disposal of certain proceedings by a member 
sitting singly Notwithstanding anything contained in 
section 8, the Chairman or any other member specially 
authorised in this behalf by the Chairman may sitting 
singly dispose of any proceeding pending before the Appel 
late Tribunal under section 22 or section 23 and may, in 
the disposal of such proceeding, exercise all or any of the 
powers of the Appellate Tribunal. 

23B . Power to transfer certain proceedings. (1) Not 
withstanding anything contained in this Act, the Chairman 
may, by general or special order in writing, transfer any 
proceeding pending before the Appellate Tribunal under

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section 22 or section 23 to any of the industrial tribunals 
specified in this behalf by the Central Government for dis.

PROMULGATED BY THE PRESIDENT IN THE SIXTH YEAR OF THE

An Ordinance to amend the State Bank of India Act, 1955 

WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President 
is satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary 
for him to take immediate action ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause ( 1 ) of article 123 of the Constitution , the President is 
pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement. ( 1) This Ordinance may 
be called the State Bank of India (Amendment) Ordinance, 1955. 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Act 23 of 1955 to be amended as in sections 3 to 6. The 
State Bank of India Act, 1955 (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), shall, from its commencement, have effect sub 
ject to the amendments specified in sections 3 to 6 .

ACT XVII OF 1955. 
THE TRAVANCORE -COCHIN CIVIL COURTS 

(AMENDMENT) ACT. 
An Act further to amend the Travancore- Cochin 

Civil Courts Act, 1951. 
Preamble . Whereas it is deemed necessary further to 
amend the Travancore-Cochin Civil Courts Act , 1951 (Act XXII 
of 1951), for the purposes hereinafter appearing i 

Be it enacted in the Sixth Year of the Republic of India as. 
follows : 

1. Short title and commencement (1) This Act may be 
called the Travancore- Cochin Civil Courts (Amendment) Act, 
1955 .

ACT XVII OF 1955. 
THE TRAVANCORE -COCHIN CIVIL COURTS 

(AMENDMENT) ACT. 
An Act further to amend the Travancore-Cochin 

Civil Courts Act, 1951. 
Preamble . Whereas it is deemed necessary further to 
amend the Travancore -Cochin Civil Courts Act, 1951 (Act XXIL 
of 1951 ) , for the purposes hereinafter appearing : 

Be it enacted in the Sixth Year of the Republic of India as. 
follows : 

1. Short title and commencement. ( 1) This Act may be 
called the Travancore -Cochin Civil Courts (Amendment) Act, 
1955, 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Govern 
ment may, by notification in the Gazette, appoint. 

2. Substitution of new sections for Section 20 in Act XXII 
of 1951. For Section 20 of the Travancore-Cochin Civil Courts 
Act, 1951 (Act XXII of 1951), hereinafter referred to as the said 
Act, the following sections shall be substituted,namely : 

" 20. Appeal from certain orders of Courts in small causes. 
(1 ) Where an order specified in clause (ff) or clause (h) of 
sub-section (1) of Section 104 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
1908, is made by a Court of Small Causes or by a District 
Munsiff or a Subordinate Judge in the exercise of the small 
cause powers , an appealtherefron shall lie to the District Court 
on any ground on which an appeal from such order would lie 
under that section . 
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(2) Where any such order specified in sub -section ( 1) is 
made by a District Judge in the exercise of the small cause 
powers, an appeal therefrom shall lie to the High Court on the 
sameground as mentioned in that sub -section . 

20A. Revision of decrees and orders of Courts in small causes. 
The High Court may, for the purpose of satisfying itself that a 
decree or order made in any case decided by a Court of Small 
Causes or by any other Court in the exercise of the small cause 
powers was according to law , call for the case and pass such 
orders with respect thereto as it thinks fit. 

20B. Finality ofdecrees and orders of Courts in small causes. 
Save as otherwise provided by this Act, a decree or order , made 
under the provisions of this Act by a Court of Small Causes or 
by any other Court in the exercise of small cause powers , shall 
be final." 

3. Amendment of Section 22, Act XXII of 1951. In Section 
22 of the said Act, 

(i) in sub-section (1) , after the words " District Munsiffs 
and" , the words " from the original decrees and orders of" shall 
be inserted ; 

( ii) to sub-section (1) , the following provisos shallbe 
added , namely : 

" Provided that, the District Judge may transfer any appeal 
from the decrees and orders of District Munsiffs preferred in 
the District Court, to any Subordinate Judge within the District 
and having territorial jurisdiction to hear such appeal ; and 
thereupon such Subordinate Judge shall hear and dispose of 
such appeal and in doing so , shall have all the powers of a Dis . 
trict Judge : 

Provided further that the District Judge may retransfer to 
his own Court any appeal transferred by him under the first 
proviso to this sub-section and dispose of ithimself in due course 
of law ." ; and 

(iii) after sub-section (2), the following sub-section shall 
be inserted, namely : 

" (3) Appeals from appellate decrees and orders of Sub 
ordinate Judges shall, when such appeals are allowed by law , 
lie to the High Court." 

4. Amendment of Section 25, Act XXII of 1951. In Section 
25 of the said Act, in the second paragraph , after the words 
" District Judge , the words " or Subordinate Judge" shall be 
inserted .

THE TRAVANCORE- COCHIN HINDU RELIGIOUS 

INSTITUTIONS ACT XV OF 1950 


Bye-Laws of the Cochin Devaswom Board. 
The following bye -laws made by the Cochin Devaswom 
Board under Section 78 of the Travancore -Cochin Hindu 
Religious Institutions Act,XV of 1950 , are published for general 
information . 

1. Subject to the provisions of any scheme settled or deemed 
to be a scheme settled under the Act, 

(1) The general superintendence of all Hindu Religious 
Institutions within the territorial jurisdiction exercised by the 
Ruler of Cochin prior to the 1st day of July 1949, shall vest in 
the Board , and 

(2 ) The Board may do all things which are reasonable 
and necessary to ensure that the institutions are properly main 
tained and that all religious endowments are properly adminis 
tered andduly applied in accordance with the provisions contained 
in Section 82 ( 1) of the Act. 

2. For the purpose of assisting the Board in exercising its 
powers and discharging its duties under the Act, the Board may 
appoint, besides the Group Devaswom Assistant Commissioners 
of Incorporated and Unincorporated Devaswoms, such number of 
Inspectors as the Board may, from time to time deem necessary . 

3. The Board may divide the area within their jurisdiction 
into territorial divisionsand assign matters relating to routine 
administration vested in the Board in respect of Institutions 
situate in each of such divisions to the President and the two 
Members. Such division of jurisdiction and duties shall be 
published on the notice boards of the office of the Board and of 
the offices of the Assistant Commissioners or in such other manner 
as he Board may prescribe. 

4. ( 1) Assistant Commissioners and Inspectors shall have 
jurisdiction over such area as may be assigned to them by the 
Board and shall exercise such powers and discharge such duties 
as may be assigned to them by the Board . 

( 2) It shall be the generalduty of an Inspector of Control 
Institutions to scrutinise the annual balance sheets and other 
accounts submitted by the Trustees of Institutions and audit the 
accounts maintained by them . After his enquiry into and exami 
nation of the balance sheets and other accounts, he shall submit 
report to the Member in charge of the division embodying the 
result of his scrutiny and his recommendations . 

G. 1572/J. 100 . 
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5. With regard to the Incorporated and Unincorporated 
Devaswoms and Institutions and Estates which are now under 
the direct management of the Board , and which may hereafter 
come under themanagement of the Board, the President and the 
Members will exercise individual supervision over the work of 
those Institutions. The President and Member in charge of a 
Group shall also exercise supervision and control of festivals and 
other functions and inspect the temples and other Institutions 
and Estates in that Group whenever and wherever absolutely 
necessary and expedient. 

6. The President or a Member of the Board may exercise in 
respect of Controlled Institutions in his division all or any of the 
powers conferred on the Board by the Act or the rules made 
thereunder except those powers which could only be exercised 
by the Board under the following sections. 

( 1) Proviso to Section 76 of the Act. Disposal of matters 
connected with the Incorporated and Unincorporated Devaswoms 
and Institutions and Estates under the management of the 
Devaswom Department. 

(2) Matters affecting the policy of the Board in general 
and those in which a uniform procedure is to be adopted. 

( 3) Section 86 (1) of Act. Sanction for alienation of 
immovable property by way of exchange,Isale, mortgage , pledge; 
lease etc. 

(4) Section 87 of the Act. Ordering enquiry into the 
affairs of Institutions. 

(5) Section 88 of the Act. Imposing penalty etc. for dis 
obedience of orders of the Board . 

(6) Section 89 of the Act. Removal of Trustee, office 
holder or servant by the Board. 

(7) Section 90. Determination of a dispute or doubt 
whether a Trustee is disqualified. 

( 8) Section 91. Appointment of Trustee in place of 
Trustee removed . 

(9 ) Section 93 (1) and (3). Settlement of Schemes for 
Institutions and modification or cancellation of such schemes. 

(10 ) Section 94 (1) and (2). Directing the performance of 
Charity or service in an institution for which endowment has 
been made. 

(11) Section 95. Cypres application of Endowment or 
surplus funds of Institutions. 

(12 ) Section 96. Powers of the Board regarding schemes 
framed by court. 

(13) Section 97. Power of Board to constitute body for 
administration of Institution . 

(14) Section 98. Assumption of management of Institu . 
tions,

( 15) Section 99. Ordering enquiry prior to assumption 
of management of Institutions . 

( 16 ) Section 100. Residuary actions by the Board. 
(17) Section 101( 2 ). Restoration of Institutions. 

(18) Section 105 (5). "Order of surcharge against Trustees 
of Institutions. 

( 19) Section 114. Decision as to whether or not an insti 
tution falls within the definition in the Act. 

(20 ) Section 115 (1). Reduction of the amount of audit 
fee from themaximum of one and a half per cent ofthe income. 

(21) Section 118. Settlement of any dispute in regard to 
established custom and usage of an Institution . 

(22 ) Section 119. Exemption of an institution from the 
operation of the Act or for variation or alteration or cancellation 
of such exemption . 

(23) Section 126. Sanction to file suits. 

( 24) Section 128. Exercise of powers under the Karaima 
Proclamation dated 13th day of Edavom 1094 as amended by Pro 
clamation VII of 1120. 

(25) Section 84 (4). Reduction of supervision contribution : 

Provided that a Member of the Boardmay, ifhe is ofopinion 
that any matter coming before him should be decided by the 
Board , refer such matter to the Board . 

7. Any orderpassed or decision taken by the President or an 
individual Member by virtue of the powers delegated to him 
under these bye -laws shall be deemed to have been exercised by 
the Board in exercise of the powers vested in them under the 
Act, provided that an appeal lies to the Board from the decision 
or order of the President or the individualMember as the case 
may be and that such appeal shall be filed within a period of 30 
days next after receipt by the party of the order or decision 
appealed against 

8. If any Member is , for any reason , unable to attend to his 
duties, his division shall be administered by the President or by 
the other Member as the Presidentmay decide. 

9. The Board shall meet for the transaction of business at its 
office at least twice in every month, and oftener if necessary, at 
the discretion of the President. Notice of the day and time when 
themeeting is to be held shall ordinarily be intimated to all the 
Members at least three clear days before the day fixed for the 
meeting unless such day and time has been fixed and made known 
at the previous meeting. The agenda for the meeting shall be 
placed before the commencement of the meeting. Theminutes 
of the proceedings of each meeting shall be drawn up in a book 
to be kept for that purpose ; and shall be signed by the President 
and the Member or Members present.
